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TARIFF DISCUSSION. 


We print in our news columns this 
week the views of some of the promi- 
nent dealers in and manufacturers of 
drugs and chemicals on the bill now 
prominently before Congress. The 
views expressed, though by no means 
unanimous as to the proper duties 
that should be assessed on the various 
articles on which a change is proposed, 
are in accord with the views already 
expressed by us as to the merits or 
rather the faults of the bill. The bill 
as a whole receives the unqualified 
condemnation of the manufacturers 
and meets with scarcely less favor 
from the importers. There is also a 
general sentiment or belief, already 
expressed by the REPORTER, that it 
were far better that the tariff be al- 
lowed to remain, imperfect and un- 
satisfactory as it is, rather than 
that the agitation be continuedto the 
injury and disorganization of business. 
The opinion that no tariff bill will be 
passed during the present session of 
Congress also prevails, though this 
may prove adangerous feeling of se- 
curity. The advocates of the sweep- 
ing changes embodied in the bill under 
consideration may infer from the ap- 
parent apathy of the commercial in- 
terests and manufacturing industries 
affected, that the provisions of the bill 
are acceptable, and finding less oppo- 
sition than anticipated, cause it to be 
rushed through both houses of Con- 
gress, when protests will be too late. 
It were the course of wisdom, there- 
fore, to make the necessary explana- 
tions and protests, rather than refrain 
by reason of fancied security owing 
to a belief that no tariff bill will or can 
be passed during the present session. 

That all articles in the drug line not 
produced in this country should be 
imported free of duty is conceded 
by all, while those which are also pro- 
duced here are universally admitted 
should properly be subject to duty. 
Several unjust changes are cited. One 
being the proposition to reduce the 
duty on a manufactured article forty 
cents per gallon, while the same article 
in its raw state is to be allowed to come 
in with a reduction of only thirteen 
cents from the rate at present levied. 
This is only one instance of many 
where the bill proposes to discrimi- 
nate against the American manufac- 
turer. The difference in the cost of 
manufacture as shown by the differ- 
ence paid to both skilled and unskilled 
labor in this country and in Europe 
appears to have been lost sight of by 
the framers of the new tariff bill, and 
to this fact may be attributed some of 
the more glaring incongruities to be 
found in the division including drugs 
and chemical compounds. This feature 
should not be lost sight of by those 
who present remonstrances, as it can 
be made very effective. 

There is no difference of opinion as 
to the internal revenue taxes now im- 
posed. These, it is unanimously con- 
ceded, should be entirely removed. It 
is difficult to understand why, if our 
total revenue is in excess of require- 
ments for current expenses in main- 
taining the Government and providing 
for the graduai liquidation of the pub- 
lic debt, this legacy of thelate war, 
which created the necessity for such 
taxes, should not be cancelled. The 
argument that luxuries should be taxed 
no longer holds good iu one important 
article from which a large revenue is 
derived, while the continuance of the 
tax on alcohol can be defended on no 
ground other than that of sentiment, 
and that has been shown time and 
time again as being false in applica- 
tion. This question of the tax on 
alcohol has been fully discussed in these 
columns, and the readers of the RE- 
PORTER are fully aware that there is 
no valid excuse for its retention. The 
one plea of the prohibitionists that it 
might or would be used as beverage 
has often been shown to be untenable, 








as proper provision could be made to 


discriminate between alcohol to be 
used for manufacturing purposes and 
in the arts, and that likely to be used 


in the compounding of intoxicating 
beverages.

THE “OATS ESSENCE” SWINDLE. 


In discussing the subject of duanger- 
ous nostrums, in our last issue, we 
used as an illustration a proprietary 
preparation just pow enjoying wide 
popularity, but which, as the investi- 
gation of eminent analysts has proved, 
isa most iniquitous and dangerous 
fraud upon the public which supports 
it. This preparation is extensively ad- 
vertised under the name of ‘Scotch 
Oats Essence,” the claim being put 
forth by the proprietor or proprietors 
that it is a compound tincture of Ave- 
na sativa, or oats. In reality as has 
been indisputably shown through an- 
alyses by such chemists as Dr. R. G. 
Eccles, Dean of the Long Island Col- 
lege Hospital and Dr. Bennett F. Dav- 
enport, chemist for the Massachusetts 
State Board of Health, and a well 
known authority, that the stuff owes 
its tonic propertiesto alcohol and mor- 
phine which are present in dangerous 
quantities. Yet this vile decoction is 
put forward, not only as a remedy for 
nervous exhaustion, but as a cure for 
the morphine habit. If the directions 
on the bottle are followed theinnocent 
victim who looks to it for help will be 
confirmed in his suicidal habit, or if he 
be not already addicted to the practice 
will quickly acquire it. For months 
past it has been almost impossible to 
pick up a copy of a daily paper which 
did not contain a conspicuous adver- 
tisement of this nostrum, worded so 
cunningly as to insure that it would 
be read. The effect upon a gullable 
public, unfortunately only too willing 
to be gulled, by reading the extrava- 
gant claims of the manufacturers of 
“Scotch Oats Essence” can weil be 
imagined, and we can understand what 
a mint it has proved to the unscrupu- 
lous owners, who, as they calculate 
their profits, grin with sardonic de- 
light over thecredulity of their victims 
which has enabled them to reap such 
rich harvests. 

When a man commits murder with 
premeditation the law prescribes death 
as the penalty of his crime. If he 
wrongfully takes what is his neighbors 
he is imprisoned. Yet crimes, morally 
as monstrous, are committed with 
seeming impunity. But the moral! is 
so obvious we need not enlarge upon 
it. There is another aspect of the case 
that touches a matter with which, asa 
trade journal, we have more to do than 
with the question of,morals. We look 
at this question now from a strictly 
unsentimently point of view—its bear- 
ing upon the interests of the drug 
trade. We are glad to see that this 
**Seotch Oats Essence” fraud is being 
investigated by the health authorities, 
and that the daily press has given 
some attention to it, thus bringing it 
before those already victimized and in- 
tended victims. Such a turn of the 
ease cannot but reflect disadvantage- 
ously upon those who knowingly or 
innocently help to perpetuate the 
fraud, and as it is likely to bring to 
light other cases of a similar charac- 
ter, their prosecution may involve 
many who have unwittingly lent them- 
selves tobe tools for unprincipled con- 
eoctors of vile nostrums. 

It is apparent, therefore, that the 
multiplicity of such harmful com- 
pounds is opposed to the interests of 
the wholesule and retail distributors 
of patent medicines, and it is their 
interest to guard against being 
duped by unworthy manufactur- 
ers. To do this effectively en- 
tails perhaps an expense few are 
willing to assume, having in view the 
average “patent’s” uncertain tenure 
of life. Still, self interest at least 
should dictate even an excess of cau- 


respect. 





tion, where there is a probability that 
a swindle is intended, and when, as in 
the “Scotch Oats Essence” case, fraud 
is clearly shown, duty and self interest 
both demand that it should be sup- 
pressed so far as the dealer can sup- 
press it. We are not quite prepared 
to believe that there are many like the 
druggist who is quoted as saying that 
he would “‘sell anything for which a 
demand had been created through 
persistent advertising by the manufac- 
turer.” We believe that every reput- 
able drug merchant will join us in the 
effort to expose all such iniquitous 
concoctions as “Scotch Oats Essence.” 
If, with the knowledge of the danger- 
ous character of this stuff, any drug- 
gist persists in disseminating it, he is 
equally guilty with the principals.

DANIEL C. ROBBINS. 

The death of Daniel C. Robbins re- 
moves from the drug trade one of its 
most conspicuous members, and from 
the ranks of New York merchants a 
figure that has for years been identi- 
fied most prominently with the works 
that have retained tor them their pres- 
tige amony the mercantile communi- 
ties of the world. A history of the 
fifty years of his active business career 
would compass most that is of histori- 
cal interest in the development of the 
drug business and pharmacy. With 
a large store of practical knowledge of 
the business to which he was devoted, 
a broad mercantile mind, and an in- 
domitable will supported by a physi- 
cal constitution such as is given to but 
few men, Mr. Robbins possessed the 
qualities which early made him a po- 
tent factor in mercantile circles, and 
which caused him to exert an import- 
ant influence upon the destinies of the 
industry in which his life was spent. 
The qualities that make one mana 
merchaut in the broad sense of the 
word, are those that make of other 
men statesmen, or soldiers, or scient- 
ists or leaders in whatever field chance 
or inclination way have cast their 
lines; and they are qualities as noble 
and as worthy of emulation in the one 
character as in the others. D.C. Rob- 
bins wasa merchant of the broadest 
type, and no other man has gone out 
of the trade which to-day pauses to do 
obeisence by his bier, who has left so 
strong an impress upon its destinies as 
he. With well defined convictions and 
the courage to give them form, his 
business life was characterized by 
that degree of aggressiveness which 
gains for every leader enemies as well 
as friends; but even his enemies were 
glad to follow his lead. His long 
career was not without its mistakes, 
but they were the mistakes of a strong 
man, and bespoke a character so 
stalwart that they forfeited no man’s 
His death, though one of 
shocking suddenness, was not untime- 
ly, for he had brought to well rounded 
completeness a life of activity and 
usefulness, and he relinquished it 
before the decrepitude of age, which 
would have been so irksome to him, 
had bent his physical frame, or clouded 
his mental faculties. In the respect of 
his fellow men and the good name he 
bore as a citizen and a merchant, as 
well as in the works of his intelligence 
and energy, he has left enduring 
“Footprints on the sands of Time.”

THE POSITION OF PEPPER. 

Among all the spices, pepper has 
probably received the most attention 
and has been the subject of largest 
and most important speculative manip- 
ulation. The extensive movement last 
year was attended with most disas- 
trous results to many who were drawn 
into it by the prospect of enormous 
gains, but this fact will probably not 
deter others from rushing in this year 
if the present prowising prospects for 
high prices hold. The present crop of 
Singapore (black) pepper came on the 
market a month earlier that usual, or 
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the year the stocks then above ground 
would become reduced to about 16,000,- 
000 barrels, equivalent to about a half 
year’s consumption. The runs during 
March averaged a little over 39,000 
barrels per day, while during Febru- 
ary they averaged above 43,000 barrels 
per day. The new wells, therefore, 
were not so important in checking the 
decrease in stocks, as most persons 
had been led to believe would prove 
to be the case before the official figures 
of production were made public. The 
@eliveries during March amounted to 





In a recent circular Messrs. Pierce 
Leslie & Co,of London, say that in- 
formation from the coast estimates the 
maximum crop of Tellecherry pepper 
at 3,000 tons, the Aleppy crop at 1,150 
tons, a total of 4,150 tons or 66,550 bags 
Of this 2,625 tons 
or about 44,000 bags had been shipped 
to Europe or Asia, or were contracted 
for by shippers. Against this the sta- 
tistics for 1887 showed exports of 6,568 
tons of Malabar pepper, indicating a 
shortage of 2,400 tons this year. There 
will be, therefore, if these estimates be 
correct, a total shortage of 4,400 tons 
or 75,000 bags in the world’s supply of 
Singapore and Malabar pepper this 
With this conceded the indica- 

tions point to much higher prices for 
all peppers, but more especially Singa- 
pore, between now and next December 
when the new crop begins to come in. 
The lowest point touched this season 
wae fourteen and three quarter cents 
, per pound for S'ngapore pepper and 
“ from that point there has already been 
t an a’*vance of one and three-quarter 
; cents. Even at sixteen and ahalf cents 
per pound Singapore pepper is said to 
be selling at less than the cost to lay it 
down here, either direct from Singa 


MARCH PETROLEUM STATISTICS. 


The monthiy statement of the sev- 
eral pipe lines for the month of March, 
while not showing so large a decrease 
in stocks as was made during the 
other months since the shut-down 
was inaugurated, nevertheless makes 
a showing that should give more en- 
c uragement to the bull than the bear 
notwithstanding that the 
latter point to the smaller reduction 
as an indication that the rapid de- 
crease in stocks has received a perma- 
nent check. The smaller decrease in 
stocks is no doubt attributable to the 
fact that deliveries were checked by 
the memorable storm early in the 
munth, the deliveries showing a fall- 
ing off of over 120,000 bar:els as com- 
pared with those of February. The 
decrease in stocks amounts to 693,000 
barrels, or at the rate of about 23,000 
barrels per day, not by apy weans 
an insignificant amount, and one 
that, if not irereescd, would cause 
a further reduction of the sto:ks by 
the first of January next to the extent 
of 6,237,000 barre!s, which would bring 
the total at that date below 20,000,000 
On the first day of last No- 
vember the total stocks above ground 
were a little less than 31,000,000 bar- 
rels, while on the first of the present 
month they had shrunk to a little 
over 25,600,000 barrels, representing an 
average shrinkage of nearly 1,000,000 
Should this ratio 
of decrease be continued to the end of 
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something over 2,000,000 barrels, but 
show a falling off as compared with 
those during the month preceding by 
120,000 barrels. Taking the reports in 
their entirety we fail to find much 
which could be considered favorable 
to the bear interest, and while it dces 
net make so bullish a showing as did 
the reports for the four preceding 
months, it makes a good showing on 
which those interested can base bull 
arguments. As we have before shown, 
however, the market is not materially 
influenced by the statistical situation, 
though after stocks have been reduced 
below 20,000,000 barrels the question of 
supply and demand will become a 
more important consideration to the 
average speculative operator on the 
exchanges. 

The monthly statement of the ex- 
ports of mineral oils for the month of 
March, compiled by the Bureau of 
Statistics at Washington, is to hand. 
It shows an increas3 in the total ex- 
ports over these of March last year of 
4,185,256 gallons, or about 100,000 bar- 
rels. For the first nine months of the 
present fiscal year there is shown an 
increase in exports over the same time 
last year of 6,775,779 gallons. The in- 
crease for March is made up of nearly 
1,000,000 gallons of crude, 200,000 gal- 
lons of naphtha and 3,700,000 gallons 
illuminating oil. The exports of 
lubricating oils show a decrease of 
over 512,000 gallons. For the nine 
months period the increase in crude 
amounted to 9,600,000 gallons, and in 
lubricating oils 4 300,000 gallons, while 
there was a decrease of nearly 3,000,000 
gallons in the exports of illuminating 
oil and 3,200,000 gallons in naphtha. 
The export business during March 
was therefore highly satisfactory, and 
should be regarded as evidence that 
while American oil is being displaced 
in some of the markets of the old 
world, there is still a sufficient de- 
mand from others to prevent any 
important diminution in the foreign 
outlet. It is to bé hoped that the 
demand will continue as active for the 
remainder of the fiscal year. Should 
it do so it will lend material assistance 
in the further reduction of stocks of 
crude above ground.

GOLDEN SEAL ROOT. 

Bayers of gold en seal have been sur- 
prised recently by the high prices de- 
manded, and there is general inquiry 
as to the cause. The fluctuations in 
this medicinal root are remarkable, 
having sold formerly at seven cents 
per pound and last week realizing 
sixty-five cents. Present values are 
the result of natural circumstancer, the 
low prices last season having discour- 
aged gathering in the Southern States, 
but the higher figures will no doubt 
cause an important change in this re- 
spect during the summer and autumn. 
Operators in the article have lost a 
valuable opportunity by not acquaint- 
ing themselves with the true situation 
and laying in supplies. They have 
given but little attention to the root 
and as a consequence the stock became 
widely distributed without any effort 
at concentration. The demand for 
cousumption largely increased during 
the year, as is evidenced by the heavy 
experts, principally to Germany, and 
the unprecedented sale of preparations 
containing the active principle of 
golden seal. The medical profession 
is recognizing toa greater éxtent the 
virtues of this root, and manufactur- 
ers of extracts and other prepurations 
have found it necessary to increase 
their orders for the raw material. As 
the stock on hand is not sufficient to 
supply regular wants until the new 
crop is on the market, buyers will find 
it neoessary to go slow while the ad- 
vance continues. Powdered is quoted 
at fifty five cents. Golden seal like 
many other plants is not cultivated, 


and may never be, as it is elaimed that 


cultivation destroys the medicinal 
properties, 


COTTON OIL EXPORTS. 
A comparison of the export move- 
ment of 1887 with the present season 
gives an encouragiog outlook for cot- 
ton oil. During the past eight months, 
not including March, the shipments 
from all ports have aggregated 3,437,- 
048 gallons, against 2,903,242 gallons 
for the similar period last year. Since 
the beginning of the season on Sep- 
tember 1 the exports from New York 
to April 9 have been 37,052 barrels, 
compared with 31,036 barrels same 
time last season, while New Orleans 
has gone ahead of its record by ship- 
ping 25,689 against 10,510 barrels re- 
spectively. The increase in New York 
business is due principally to the de- 
mands from France, England, Belgium 
and Austria. Italy has also taken al- 
most double the quantity sent to that 
country last year, but the Italian de- 
mand asa whole has been compara- 
tively small until lately. Norway and 
Spain were not in this market last sea- 
son up to the present time, but they 
assisted to increase the movement 
from New York since then. The only 
decreased demand comes from the 
Netherlands, but this is more than 
made up by the shipments from New 
Orleans. ‘There is an increase all 
around in the exports at the latter 
place except to Gibralter, which has 
fallen behind over 3,000 barrels. 
According to official information 
from the customs service, no cotton- 
seed soap stock has been exported 
since September 1 from any of the 
ports. This is due to the fact that 
supplies have been limited and hardly 
sufficient to meet home demands. Soap 
makers have appreciated the cotton- 
seed product to a greater extent, and 
are using it more extensively in laun- 
dry and other grades of soaps. Prices 
for stock have remained on a firm 
basis, and are likely to continue un- 
changed.

CREDITS IN THE PAINT AND VAR- 
NISH TRADES. 


The most imgortant subject before 
the Paint, Oil and Varnish Club at 
the meeting last Thursday night was 
the credit system. The opinion seemed 
to be general that the matter was one 
for serious and free consideration, but 
this was about as far as any member 
cared to go at the present time. To 
formulate a system of credits for gen- 
eral adoption by the trades represent- 
ed in this club is an undertaking of 
no mean proportions. It probably 
cannot be brought toa successful issue 
for the reason that the interests rep- 
resented are so diversified and the cus- 
toms of the various trades so distinct 
that any uniform plan seems to be out 
of the question, for the present at 
least. The white lead trade has a sys- 
tem which works satisfactorily; at least, 
the fact that it has been in operation 
for many years should indicate that it 
fits the requirements of the corroders 
and dealers. To attempt to apply the 
same principles to the varnish trade 
would, however, under existing condi- 
tions prove a failure. Of all the trades 
included in the membership of this 
club, the varnish trade is perhaps 
more in need of a revision of its credit 
system than any other. In fact, it 
may be said to have no system of cred- 
its, that very necessary adjanct to suc- 
cessful business methods being sup- 
plied by a sort of go. as you-please pol- 
icy which has done more than any- 
thing else, perhaps, to demoralize that 
trade. Thecolor men are somewhat 
better off in this respect, still there is 
urgent need of a credit reform in that 
department. 

It is plainly indicated, and appeared 
to be the sense of the meeting Thurs- 
day night, that a distinct credit sys- 
tem must be supplied for each of the 
trades. Evidently the very competant 
committee in charge of this important 
matter will bend its energies to formu- 
late methods that will fit the different 
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about the middle of last November. 
Still up to the first of April the exports 
from Singapore to Great Britain and 
the United States were 35,000 bags, or 
2,000 tons short of the exports for the 
correspondivg period the preceding 
It is said on what purports to 
be good authority that the bulk of the 
crop has been marketed and if this 
proves to be correct a very largeshort- 
uge in the eupply for this year is indi- 
P eated. The stock of Singapore pepper 
in this market is estimated at 4,000 
bags, and of gray pepper the stock is 
said to be 11,000 bags, about half of 


conditions governing the different 
trades. It should not be forgotten, 
however, that this is a question of 
more than local interest. This fact 
was recognized by the New England 
Paint and Oil Club, as indicated by 
its recent circular letter to sister or- 
ganizations; but, in our opinion, it 
stopped just short of the step that 
must be taken before the desired re- 
form can be successfully inaugurated. 

As we said, on a former occasion, 
this is a matter that requires the co- 
operation of manufacturers and deal- 
ers throughout the country, if it is 
hoped to place the credit systems of 
these trades upon a more uniform and 
satisfactory basis. We recognize the 
difficulties in the way of bringing such 
a question before the trade at large, 
but undoubtedly it may be done. We 
would suggest that in addition to the 
work now being done, a convention 
be called ut some central Jocation, 
from whose consideration of this ques- 
tion more permanent and far-reaching 
benefits might be expected than all 
the local and disjointed discussions 
that may be had. This convention 
might be composed of delegates from 
the various local associations, and pro- 
visions made fcr representations of 
those manufacturers and dealers who 
are not at present represented by as- 
sociation in cities or communities in 
which they live. And, by the way, 
this might be made the basis of a per- 
manent national association or club, 
to which all sueh questions may be 
submitted in the future.

THE FERTILIZER MOVEMENT. 


The past three months have wit- 
nested an extraordinary demand for 
fertilizers all over the country, and es- 
pecially in Baltimore and the South, 
where the business is reported to be 
the heaviest on record. Over seventy 
thousand tons of phosphate rock have 
been consumed in Charleston in 
making the year’s supply of fertilizers, 
and nearly half as much sulphur,in ad- 
dition to kainit, marl, potash, blood, 
fisk scrap, bone black, cottonseed meal, 
tankage and other materials. Ship- 
ments of phosphate rock to other mar- 
kets have likewise increased to a large 
extent and the companies engaged in 
this industry are more hopeful of 
meeting expenses than they were this 
time last year,when sharp competition 
and state interference hovered over 
the trade like a dark cloud. 

The foregoing facts de mons'rate 
plainly that commercial or manufac- 
tured fertilizers are rapidly taking the 
place of natural or home-made ma- 
nures. Manufacturers have a reputa- 
tion to sustain and they are not dis- 
posed to put inferior goods upon the 
market; on the contrary there is sharp 
rivalry among leading firms and they 
refer with pride to the quality of their 
products. They are stimulated to ex- 
cel by the enlarged consumptive chan- 
nel and are assisted in the improve- 
ment of their brands by the excellent 
work of the agricultural experiment 
stations,

WATCH THE UNDERVALUATIONS 
BLLL, 

Importers of foreign merchandise 
may expect to meet with heavy losses 
if the undervaluations bill, which 
passed the Senate and is now awaiting 
action in the House, is permitted to 
become a law in its present shape. 
Probably the most objectionable fea- 
ture is contained in section 20 which 
reads as follows: 


“That no allowance for damage to goods, 
wares and merchandise imported lato the 
United States shall hereafter be made in the es- 
timation and liquidation of duties thereon; but 
the importer thereof may, within ten days 
after entry, abandon to the government all or 
any portion of goods, wares and merchandize 
inc:uded m any invoice, and be relieved from 
the payment cf the duties on the portion so 
abandoned: Provided, That the portion so 
abandoned shall amount to ten p ercentumcr 
over of the total value or quantity of the in. 
voice,” 
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The Government is thus made a 
merchandise dealer at the expense of 
importers. Should casks or barrels 
containing dutiable articles be emp- 
tied on the voyage or considerably 
damaged by rough weather or accl- 
dent, the importer would becompelled 
to either pay duty on the damaged or 
destroyed goods, or allow the govern- 
ment to confiscate the lot in dispute 
which must amount to ten per cent. 
of the total value or quantity of the 
invoice, In other words, the importer 
must abandon his pioperty for which 
he reeeives no return,or pay duty on the 
same. The seetion also provides that 
action must be taken within ten days 
after entry of the goods. Frequently 
the condition of foreign merchandise 
arriving at the different ports is not 
known for several weeks after entry, 
but as importers are supposed to have 
no rights which the Government is 
bound to respect, according to the 
visionary ideas of congressmen, it is 
not considered necessary to consult 
their wants. 

The objectionable clause referred to 
is said to have been added to prevent 
swindling, which is an acknowledg- 
ment of the weakness of the customs 
service. The officials of the Govern- 
ment can prevent improper allowances 
for damage if they so desire, and the 
allegation that fraud has been perpe- 
trated is a serious refi2ction on the 
former administration. We believe 
that the present management has no 
difficulty in stopping tke practice of 
collecting illegal claims, as bribes and 
blackmailing schemes are features of 
the past. Importers cannot be too 
vigilant in watching the progress of 
this very objectionable bill. It is 
necessary that a prompt and vigorous 
protest be entered against its passage. 
The Board of Trade has refused to in- 
terfere because the theoretical mem- 
bers are not acquainted with the 
measure; anyhow they manifest no 
interest in anything but what person- 
ally concerns them. The bill may be 
pronounced unconstitutional as the 
Senate cannot originate any revenue 
measure, as stated in the REPORTER 
last February, but its advocates are 
not taking this question into consider- 
ation. Opponents are satisfied that 
the course of legislation and the pro- 
gram now being formulated is such 
as to give ample assurance that there 
is no danger of its final enactment. 
The Ways and Means Committee hav- 
ing the subject in charge, has little 
disposition to press any custome ad- 
ministrative measures other than the 
provisions embraced in the tariff bill.

A NEW SOAP STOCK. 


A well-known chemist has conceived 
a plan for converting human bodies 
into soap stock and lubiicants. His 
ghastly suggestion includes a distilla- 
tion process to obtain illuminating 
gas, ammonia, tar, carbolic acid and 
other chemical substances. This meth- 
od of disposing of the dead has all the 
sanitary advantages and would meet 
all the ends to be achieved in ordinary 
cremations, but the brilliant idea may 
fail for lack of subjects. The chemist 
is probably under the impression that 
no difficulty would be experienced in 
obtaining ‘‘stiffs” from the various asyl- 
ums-for the poor. The burial of pau- 
pers is regulated by law and any 
ehange in the present plans would ne- 
cessitate special legislation. The 
chemist has not given his reasons for 
stating why human grease makes a 
good scap stock, or whether the cost 
of rendering would enable soap manu- 
facturers to use it; he calculates the 
value of all the products on one basis 
and arrives at the conclusion that he 
nas benefitted mankind by his eco- 
nomical proposition, forgetting that 
others have advanced similar sugges- 
tions to save space in graveyards, but 
ithout giving miaute details,

The McKenna Anti-Trust bill was radically 
amended in the Assembly Judiciary Committee 
and then reported to the Assembly. The 
amendments make the retroactive sections of 
the bill less stringent, and the other amend- 
ments are intended to be more applicable to 
the future. As amended, it is very like the 
Arnold bill. The measure was ordered re-

The order 
came from M, Routkowsky,technological agent 
of the Russian government at Washington 
City, and the seed was shipped to the Russian 
Vice-Consul at New York, to be by him for- 
warded to Europe. 

The pr. posed new pharmacy law of Iowa is 
intended to draw the lines tightly. The drug- 
gist must have a country permit, ig authorized 
to administer oaths, and each person must 


swear that he wants the article for lawful use. ! 


The seller must know that the purchaser is of 
good moral character, unaddicted to the use of 
intoxicante; and, and if he does not uee the ar- 
ticle purchased for the purpose he swears he 
buys it for, the dealer and bis clerks are re- 
sponsible. Thé penalties are of the severest 
kind. Liquor is to be sold ooly for medicinal, 
pharmaceutical,or specified chemical purposes. 


Here is sound logic from the Philadelphia 
Record: “There is probally not a court on the 
footstool which, if it should be called upon to 
decide as to the wisdom or necessity of such a 
law asthe oleomargarine law, would not pro- 
nounce it a specimen of the profoundest legis - 
lativestupidity. To punish the parties making 
sale of oleomargarine as butter, orthesale of 
cheese or lard as butter, would be a proper 
thirg todo. But to prohibit the manufacture 
of oleomargarine, or cheese, or lard, because 
some rascal had sold either of them as butter 
was a misuse of authority that would have dis- 
graced the government of Sancho Patz\.”’ 


The following teste for pure aloin are given 
in acircular issued last week by Messrs. Stall- 
man & Fulton: “The relative amount of rei in 
and ext: active, foreign to pure aloin, may be 
determined by adding to one part of the sam- 
ple five parts of elihar alcohol, chlorof.rm or 
sulphuric ether, putting the same iuto a corked 
test tube and shaking. If several samples are 
tested at the same time, under the same cc n- 
ditions, the sample containing the least propor- 
tion of resin will show in the. supernatent 
solution the least brown color. Pure aloin is 
soluble in nitric acid, firet forming a brown 
colored compour d, followed by a brownish :ed 
color.” 


Recent experimenta would seem to indicate 
that soapstone may be ve'y profitably em- 
ployed in the painting of iron or stee!, or other 
surfaces liable to sudden changes of an atmos- 
pheric nature. It is not #ff:cted by heat or 
cold, er the action of ordinary acide. In con- 
junction with aquick drying varnish ground 
soapstone is suid, by an English iron trade 
paper, to produce a paint of great covering 
capacity and firmnees, and presenting an 
enamel-like surface. Fur painting the interiors 
of iron and steel ships peculiarly liable to at- 
mospheric influences, it is said to be excellent, 
It is equally efficacious in preserving wood- 
work irom rotting and sandstone from cecay.

A gradual but definite change is coming over 
the petroleum industry in Hungary. The prin- 
cipal features of the situation during ihe past 
yoar have been the increase in traffic with pe- 
troleum in tanks both from Trieste and Fiume, 
the greater production of petroleum in Rou- 
mania and Galicia, and the almost complete 
cessation of the importa of American petro- 
leum, Of refined oil only Caucasian brands 
are now imported; but the imports of crude 
oil from Baku and from Roumania have in- 
creased, and more oil is now refined in the 


country. There have been some experimental 
boreholes sunk in Marmaros, Murakoz and 
Pekienieza; but no definite results have as yet 


been obtained to show whether Hungary is 


likely to become an important petroleum coun- 
try. In Transylvania. new company has been 

formed under the title of the Transylvanian 

Petroleum and Refining Company, with head- 
quarters ion Kronstadt. 

Railroad agents and representatives of West- 
ern land syndicates are taking advantage of 
the shut-down in the oil regions and are wcrk- 
ing emigration schemes throughout the die- 
tricts with much success. Several colonies 
have already \eft and more are getting ready 
to go. Recruits have been obtained from 
Titusville, Oil City, Bradford and Franklin, 
but mostly from the smaller towns. Tionesta, 
in Forest county, bas been a sufferer from the 
emigration schemers, and likewise nearly 
every township ia Forest county. Public 
meetings have been held by the boomers and 
not a little enthusiasm created. The induce- 
ments held out are low railroad fares and 
cheap lands in Oregon and Washington Terri- 
tory. In Venango county families have left 
from each of the foilowing places: Rockland, 
Pleasantville, Shamburg, Polk, Petroleum 
Center, Dempseytown, Centerville, Emlenton 
and Foxburg, The same reports are received 
fiom Warren and Clarion counties. 

City oil inspector Baggot is having a contro- 
versy with the Waters-Pierce Oil Company. 
The inspector’s action is based on a circular re 
ceived from Governor Morehouse concerning 
the duties of inspectors of petroleum oils, with 
attorney-general B. G. Boone’s name attached 
asauthority. It was based on sections 5,843 
and 5,846 of the revised st:tutes of Missouri, 
and part of it was this: Section 2. What are 
generally known as oii tanks and railroad oil 
cars are not barrels or packages within the 
meaning of section 5,849 revised statutes, and 
no inspector is authorized or required to brand 
them as such. On Monday morning, with Jere- 
miah Sheehan and Jobo K'ng, his deputies, ten 
sturdy policemen and a sergeant to back up 
his authority ifso needed, Mr. Baggot stood 
guard over all coal oll delivering tenks and re- 
fused to allow even one to depart on its usua) 
route of supplying the retail dealers of the 
city with the illuminatiog fluid. Such tanks as 
were used for delivering gasoline for cooking 
purposes Were permitted to go their way, but 
no prayers, threats, or entreaties could gain 
the consent of the inspector for the departure 
of a single coal oil tank wagon. This position 
was maintained throughout the day, and will 
so continue until the legality of tank wagons 
as inspected packages is established beyond a 
doubt by the court. 

“A committee of experts is sitting at the Petro- 
leum Exhibitioa at St. Petersburg to determine 
which system of burning liquid fuel shall re- 
ceive a gold meda!. The president of the com- 
mittee is M, Gulishambaroff, the author of a 
work on liquid fuel. In it he gives the history 
of the liquid fuel inventions in every country, 
About thirty different systems are shown at 
the exhibition, and some of these contain 
improvements of an important character.

OBITUARY. 


DANIEL C. ROBBINS. 

The drug trade of New York has lost one ot its 
leading lights in the person of Mr. D,C. Rob- 
bins, who expired suddenly on Sunday atter- 
noon in Brooklyn. He left his home at No.9 
Monroe place after dinner for a walk, and was 
apparently in the best of health. Shortly after 
5 o’clock he turned the street corner at Fujton 
and Pierrepont sts., and was noticed by two 
firemen to stagger and seize an awning post. 
They ran to his ald and carried him into the 
engine house and made efforts to resuscitate 
him, but he sank into unconsciousness, and 
before the arrival of a hastily summoned am- 
bulance surgeon he was dead. He did not speak 
after the attack, and it is supposed heart disease 
was the cause of death. 

He had a robust constitution, sprightly step, 
commanding appearance, and a straight, well 
developed figure, which will be missed from Ful- 
ton and William sts. His clear, bright eyes and 
florid complexion gave no indication that death 
was so near, and he little expected last Satuc- 
day, when attending to business as usual, that 
he was putting the finishing touches to his 
earthly career. He displayed extraordinary 
vitality fora man of his years, which was due 





‘to his temperate habits and regular houre. 


The unexpected demise was a great shock to 
his family and friends and the event has cast a 
gloom over the drug trade that knew him so 
many years. He returned home last Wed.ea- 
day evening from Florida, where he remained 
one month in company with his wife, who had 
a serious attack of pneumonia. Ou Thursday 
morning he guve an audience to a representa-. 
tive ofthe REPORTER and talked freely about 
his southern visit, the tariff issue, box and 
cartage and other matters. His opinion of the 
tariff bill is inc!uded in the list of interviews on 
another page of this issue, and his last utter- 
ance for publication was expressed in these 
worde: 

“The restoration of charges on box and cart- 
age cannot be reinstituted. A man cannot 
go backward with safety, hence McKesson & 
Robbins cannot change their present method. 
We would be very glad to please everybody, if 
we could,” 

The name of D.C, Robbins has been associ- 
ated with all public questions affecting the 
drug trade, and he has sought by pen and voice 
to prevent or correct legislative evils which 
would prove a menace to business. He was 
original in thought, positive in his assertions, a 
fluent and deliberate speaker, a genial conver 
sationalist and a strong writer. He discussed 
only the stern realities of life and left the minor 
topics for others. His ripe experience, quick 
perception and knowledge of human nature 
gave him an advantage which few men poseese. 
He has participated in the deliberations of the 
National Wholesale Druggists Association 
but declined to hold any office, be- 
jieving that more good could be ac- 
complished by an independent couraé. 
Mr. Robbins had been a leading and respected 
member of the New York Chamber »f Com- 
merce for the past sixteen years, during which 
time he was ac:ive in customs reforms, assisted 
to prepare a special report on the abolition of 
the moiety law, framed a bankrupt bill for 
congress, served on several important com 
mitteesand reviewed the drug market annu- 
ally since 1875 for the Chamber of Commerce. 
His last report on the drug market for 1887 had 
just been completed a few days prior to his 
death, and a copy is published on auother page 
of the KEPORTER.

He was a member ofthe. 


The subject of this sketch was born at Kos- 
lyn, N. Y., in 1815. His parents were Quakers. 
He engaged in the drug business as an assist- 
ant In a retail store in 18:6 and continued 
in this pursuit until April, 1833, when an ar- 
rangement was made with the firm of Olcott & 
McKesson, who had commenced the wholesale 
trade in Maiden Lane, this city, in the month of 
January previous. Mr. Robbins continued his 
studies in pharmacy, and graduated from the 
New York College of Pharmacy in 1836. In 
1841 he was admitted as a partner in the 
above firm, and the name changed to Olcott 
McKesson & Co. About this time their busl- 
ness was increased by purchasing the stock and 
good will of .David Pratt, the successor of the 
old house of Warren, Pratt & Co., and in the 
following year they purchased the building at 
127 Maiden Lane. In 1850 their store was de- 
stroyed by fire, but ina few monthsa better 
structure occupied the site and a new partner- 
ship was formed, under the name of Olcott, 
McKesson & Robbins. Mr. Charles M. Olcott, 
the senior partner, father of Mr. George 
M. Olcott, died in August, 1853, and the 
business was continued by McKesson & 
Robbins, which is till the firm 
title of the house. In subsequent years, 
Messrs. Geo. B. Giibert, John McKesson, Jr., 
Wm. Hull Wickham and Dr. Cras. A, Robbins 
were successively admitted to partnership and 
the business removed to Fulton street. Mr. 
Jobn McKesson, Sr., the founder of the estab- 
lishment, who attended to the finances of the 
house for upwards of 60 years, withdrc w from 
the firm in 1884, and is still in the full possession 
of his faculties at the age of 81 years. 
In an interview with the latter gen- 
tleman at the time of his withdrawal 
from active pursuits,he referred to Mr. Robbins 
in these words: ‘During a trial of six years his 
indomitable energy, large capacity for busi- 
ness, and eminent fitness for the drug trade 
generally, made his service to the house indis- 
penseable and the firm was not siow to appre- 
ciate the fact that Mr. Robbins was a valuable 
acquisition to their force. As an inducement 
to remain Messrs. Olcott & McKesson < ffered 
him an interest in the firm which wage accept- 
ed.”’ 

The last business enterprise :f Mr. Robbins 
warthe manufacture of chemicals, and under 
his direction the New York Quinine and Chem- 
ical Works was incorporated in 1886, after 
erecting a large factory in Brooklyn. He con- 
tinued to be president of the corporation until 
relieved by death. The event will cause no 


change in the business or management of the 


company. The same may be said of the firm of 
McKeesun & Robbins. The present partner- 
slip has a number of years yet to run, and the 
several interests and capital in the meantime 
will remain unchanged. 

Mr. Robbins was married in 1846, becamea 
resident of Brooklyn in the same year, and 
always evinced a warm interest in the growth 
He epvjoyed the 
friendship of many admirers, one of whom 


speaks of him in the following language; ** He 
earned a degree of learning, experience and 


literary ability, in the improvement of his pro. 
fession, and in the discussion of commercial 


questions in which the public is greatly inter- 
ested, which gave bim a deserved reputation in 


the business circles of the metropolis as well as 
in thc country at large.” 

The bereaved family consists of a widow, 
three daughters and three sons. Dr. Charles A. 
Robbins is Vice-President of the New York 
Herbert D. 
Robbins is in charge of the city sales depart- 
ment of McKesson & Robbins, and Russell F.» 
Robbins is still at school. The funeral obse- 
quies will be held at the Church of Our Saviour, 
Pierrepont strect and Monroe place, Brooklyn,

CHICAGO, April 14, 1888. 

While prices for linseed oi) remains un- 
changed, there may be detected an undertone 
of firmer feeling in the market, and there is 
more or less surprise expressed that prices do 
not take an upward turn. Pr. bably the true 
explanation is to be fuund in the fact that the 
demand in the paint trade is not what it might 
be naturally expected to beat this season of 
the year. If actual sales during the past six 
days have not equaled in volume those of the 
corresponding week of 1887, it must be remem- 
bered that, apart from the comparative late- 
ness of the season, the year of grace 1888 has 
witnessed no sales for future delivery, and will 
witness none. For the first time in many years 







Western producers are willing to hold their 
output and await results. The causes for a 
condition of affairs which, at first blush, seems 


anomalous, are probably two-fold. Apart from 
the comparatively short crop of seed, with its 
attendant result of a scanty supply of oil 
crushers in the West are beginning to realize 


the advantages of combination. 
Ihe inquiry from the East, to which refer- 


ence was made a week ago, still continues, but 
the best bid from that quarter seemsto be ‘8 
cents at the seaboard. 
means attractive in view of the present con- 
dition of the Western market, but the multi- 
plicity of telegrams affords food for reflection. 
It has induced grave doubts as to the plentitude 
of vil in the East, and there are those who ven- 
ture the prediction that before the close of the 
present season the demand for Western oil 
from that quarter will be far in excess of the 
supply—to say nothing of the offerings. Just 
how much oil there is in the West it ig, of 
course, impossible to estimate even approxi- 
mately, but unless the future shall prove the 
inaccuracy of the best founded predictions, 
the tanks will be drained to their last drop by 
what may be not inaptiy called the home de- 
mand.

The market in cake remains practically un- 


changed. Direct exportations are still moving 
forward about as heretofsre, and with the 
opening of lake navigation will probably in- 
crease in volume, 
the offering of a rebate of five per cent. by 
certain steamship lines has not as yet inter- 
fered with European shipments from this 
point; and in the opinion of some well in- 
formed brokers, it is not likely materially to 
affect direct trade in cake between Chicago 
and the Eastern hemisphere.

FLAXSEED. 
The official statement promulgated at the be- 


ginning of the week shows ar increase of seed 
in public elevators of 1,741 busbels, the respec- 
tive figures being 199,536 bushels on Apri! 7, and 
on March 31 197,795 bushels. One year ago there 
were in Chicago elevators 160,394 bushels and 
afloat 178,128 bushels. A very simple mathe- 
matical computation shows a decrease of 48,988 
bushels in the “visible supply,” a result tardly 
gratifying to the newspaper sages who have 
shrieked themselves hoarse in prophesying a 
fullcrop. The week’s receipts figure up 61,896 


bushels. The fact that this is 27,790 bushels in 


excess of last week’s receipts has given more or 
less color to the surmise that nobody knew the 
amount of seed “back.” 
jecture is trustworthy may or may not be 
guessed from the fact that the reeeipts for this

week iast year (88,171 bushels) exceeded ihose 


of the past six days (61,896 bushels) by 16,276 


bushels. If one were to draw inferences from 


the comparison of the week's receipts and ship- 


ments one would be inclined to surmise that 


the stock of eed in Chicago was gradually in- 
creasing. By subtracting from 61,896 bushels 


(thie week’s receipts), the shipments for the 
week (22,159 bushel:), it would appear that the 


quantity of seed in store in Chicago had iu 
creased 39,737 bushels. It is doubtful, however, 
whether the next official statement will show 
any such augmentation. 


The week’s receipts have aggregated 99 in- 


spected cars, of which 86 have beer classed as 
No.1. The excess in receipts over last week is 
comparatively trifling, although it is forced to 
“pointa moral and adorn a tale’’ by parties 


who have persistently prophesied a short crop. 


The week’s saleson the floor of ’Change have 


not exceeded 54 cars of cash seed—45 cars lees 
than the inspected receipts. Probably a por- 
tion of the excess has “gone to store.” In fu- 
tures the market has been exceedingly quiet, 
10,000 bushels representing the total amount of 
reported sales—$i 45 being the figure at which 
they were negotiated. Cash seed and May de- 
livery have sold during the week at the same 
figure, and fluctuation in either has been un- 
know2. 

In lard oil, the market for the week exhibits 
no improvement as regards either demand or 
prices. The former can scarcely be said to be 
up to what might be expected at this season, 
when the commodity is ordinarily in large de- 
mand by compounders, who utilize it in the 
preparation of head light oil. Prices however 
are fairly well maintained, and strange to say, 
most of the oil pressed finds a market east of 
Chicago. Looking at the situation from a 
purely impartial standpoint and carefully 
weighing conflicting reports, one 1s tempted to 


surmise that the existing condition of things is 


not em/nently satisfactory to the lard oil inter- 
est. There is little doubt that production is 
being curtailed. And just here one is tempted 
toask why ? The answer may be readily given, A 
gradual, but no jess certain, falling off in the 
consumptive demand has not unnaturally 
tended to diminish inquiry; this fact when con- 
sidered in copjunction with an accumulation 
of stocks, affords the key tothe present poatl- 
tion. Whether the market be strong or weak, 
however, a few facts may be set down as indie- 
putable: in the firat place, the outpat of Chi- 
cago pressers is moving eastward; secondly. 
comparatively none leaves the seaboard for 
European ports. 

Oleo can’t be sold here at any price which 
melters call remunerative; cablegrams report 
the Holland market as overstocked; and yet 
the production goes on as merrily as though 
cleo was something without which no citizen 
could hope to live. Some persons—outside of 
manufacturing circles—begin to ask, “What is 
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distinctions which should be removed. For 
instance, we have been fighting the duty on 
dandelion root for the past six years, and sey- 
eral decisions bave been rendered by the treas- 
ury department, but all against the importers, 
It issold exclusively for medicinal purposes, 
but the government officials are under the de- 
lusion that it is used as an aduiterant for cof- 
fe>, when the fact is that it cannot be em- 
ployed for that purpose on account of the 
price being higher than coffee. It still 
pays the old duty, and probably will con- 
tinue to do so. There are half a dozen dif- 
ferent seeds used for medicinal purposes which 
are dutiable on the ground that they are for 
planting, and when the customs department 
and framers of tariff bills are convinced to the 
contrary, probably the unnecessary tariff will 
bo removed. I have not studied the Mil's bill 
sufficiently to give an opinion of its merits.”

the first cost of oleo, anyhow?” Three thou- 
sand one hundred tierces of Chicago product 
sail for Rotterdam to-day. And the fact that 
these figures represent 1,900 tierces more than 
the week’s sales in Rotterdam, doesn’t seem to 
have the slightest influence over exportere. 
Early in the week the Holland market was 
cabled to be 60 florins, and that settled the 
whole problem.

PAINTS. 


The improvement in demand which jobbers 
have patiently waited for for many weeks yet 
remains a hope not realized. The causes are 
numerous. The action of corroders, in the first 
place, to say the least, tended to steady the 
paint market (not to mention its effect on 
themselves): moreover the comparitively high 
price at which linseed oil is held naturally 
tends to check consumptive inquiry, except in 
a hand-to-mouth soit of way; then again, the 
harmonizing of j»bbers which forms a distinc- 
tive feature of this year’s trade and which is 
(measurably at least) due to the formation of 
the Chicago club bas resulted in the maintain- 
ance of a fixed schedule of prices which buyers 
do not find to their taste. 

While the volume of business transacted dur- 
ing the week has not equailed the anticipations 
of the trade, it has aggregated a very considera- 


able amount in current coin. Whiie not satis- 
factory, it has been sufficient to encourage 
hope for the future. 

DRUGS. 

Apart from the decline in quinine, the price 
list for the local market may be said to 
be steady.if not fairly firm. The weakness 
of quinine attracts no comment, since it af- 
fords no tangible ground for surprise. Opium 
still continues one of the unknown quantities. 
Western buyers are afraid of it. Consumptive 
orders are of the hand-to-mouth sort, and job- 
bers seem to be waiting for offers which never 
come. No Chicago house can be tempted to 
place iteelf ou record with a prognostication as 
to the future of opium. The volume of busi- 
ness transacted during the week, as reported 
by the larzer concerns, has been fairly satisfac- 
tory. Atthesame time it must be admitted 
that the net results bave not been altogether 
gratifying. One hears ali sorts of explanatory 
theories advanced; the most plausible seems to 
be that the drug trade is euffering, sympathet 
ically, with an alleged prostration of business 
Be this at it may, a disposition to cut prices is 
more discernible to-day than for many weeks 
past. There seems to be a pronounced down- 
ward tendency in several articles usually 
classed ag staples, and an illustration of the 
market’s general weakness is afforded by the 
fact that even at the present low prices ruling 
for foreign quinine mo one seems inclined to 
buy.

The REPORTER presents below the views of 
manufacturers, importers and jobbers in the 
drug line, on the tariff issue, particularly the 


amended Mills bill, which was published in 
last week’s issue. As stated previously in 


these columns, it meets with little favor, and is 


considered too radical for the public good. 
The prevailing opinion seems to be that no 
tariff measure will pass thie session of Congress, 
but the agitaticn is interfering materially with 
business, as important contracts are being 
postponed until the discussion is over, 
when buyers can feel perfectly safe in oper- 
ating on a large scale. The hope is generally 
expressed that Congress may soon relieve the 
avxiety by taking action one way or the other, 
assuspense is worse than the reality. The 
paint, oil, varnish,chemical and dyestuff trades 
will be considered subsequently. 
WHAT AN EX CONGRESSMAN BAYS, 

Ex-Congressman Darwin R. James, of the 
firm of Packard & James, did nut care to be in- 
terviewed at first, but, after reflection, re- 
marked that he was glad of the opportunity to 
calm the fears of manufacturers who are 
afraid of legisiation which is likely to affect 
their interests. He is of the firm belief that no 
tariff measure will pass at this session of Con- 
gress, unless it is a bill for the reduction of 
internal revenue and that might include a 
change in the rates on sugar. The Mills bill, in 
his opinion, will very seriously cripple all the 
industries which it affects, and he did not 
believe that the American people, as a whole, 
desired the passage of any such bill. It has 
been conceived and introduced by men whose 
sympathies are with free trade and whose 
interests are very remote from the manufac- 
turing industries of the country. He said the 
manufacturers need have no fear of the pro- 
posed bill becoming a law, and referred 
to the fact that his ovinion has been corrobo- 
rated by Congressman Nutting. who was in the 
city on Wednesday. If necessary, he would go 
to Washington and oppose it, but did not think 
that such an action was calied for.

Mr. D. C. Robbins—“*I think the Mills bill isa 
very crude measure, so far as drugs and chem- 
icals are concerned. and it should be very care- 
fully looked after. What I fear about it is this: 
if the free trade party in Congress appears 80 
apxious to maintain their excise measures and 
prevent the distribution of the surplus, our 
interests are in danger of being overlooked. 
The Mills bill should be carefully con- 
sidered and revised in the interest of the drug 
and chemical trades. I regard it as very im- 
portant that we should repeal the present 
excise laws. Tne Democratic party wiil bein 
very bad shape in its next Presidential contest 
if they pass the present tariff bill. As I have 
said in the circular on quinine, theoretical 
men without experience in the practical man- 
agement of affairs, from Adam Smith to date, 
appear to bave overlooked two of the most 
important factors in business, to wit: The 
commercial side of the question, and the proper 
limitations of a beneficial or necessary policy. 
Briefly stated: All ,oods are properly divided 
into two distinct classes, as things that can be 
made, and as things that cannot be made, or 
raw materials and handiwork. The protective 
policy should never be applied to raw materials 
or patural products, which depend upon nat- 
ural distribution or natural advantages of soil, 
climate, etc. Whenever the encouragement of 
these products is calied for it should be through 
Government aid by direct bounties or subsidies 
(as Great Britain and Holland bave done in 
promoting the cultivation of bark) asa tem- 
porary measure in aid of an infant or experi- 
mental industry, while manufacturers should 
be permanently protected whenever a protec- 
tive duty is required. Natural products do not 
require special arrangements for sale—are io 
universal use—while manufactures are made 
for special markets—are sold at special prices— 
artificial products, if you please, at artificial 
prices—and the great problem in a!l business is, 
a surplus must be avoided. Our whole Internal 
Revenue system, which was enacted as a war 
measure—no longer neceasary—should be rele- 
gated to the past at the earliest opportunity, 
and then a d'‘fferent disposition should be made 
in regard to all raw materials, including raw 





sugar, which is a necessary food and classed in 
the French list of commodities among natural 
products—among vegetable juices—and then 
the Democratic party, and in fact the whole 
country, secure in a discreet Executive at the 
head of the Government, can wait for an intel- 
ligent revision of protective duties. 


W. H. SCHIEFFELIN & CO. 

Mr. W. S. Mersereau: “It is extremely doubt- 
ful about the passage of any tariff bill, and it 
is almost useless to talk about it. We would 
like to see an intelligent revision of the tariff, 
but so far as the Mills bill is concerned, it mat- 
ters very little to us whether it is adopted or 
defeated. We are believers in free trade; a 
great many articles paying excessive duties 
should be reduced and others which are dutia- 
ble should be free; it is not necessary to spec- 
ify the articles, It is to be hoped that some 
action will be taken to abolish the tax on al- 


cohol.” 
LAZELL, DALLEY & CO. 


Mr. A. U. Andrus.—"The Mills bill does not 
affect the drug trade much either way. We 
would like to see a reduction in the tax on al- 
coho); it is better to assist the American people 
by reducing internal revenue than to foster 
industries abroad by reducing the tariff on 
their products. There are, by the way, several 
articles which are not touched upon in the 
Mills bill, such as citric acid, tartaric acid and 
chlorate of potask; they are entitled to the 
fame consideration as borax, morphia and 
many other articles particularly mentioned by 
Mr. Mills, as the interests are identical. How- 
ever, his tariff reform will not affect the whole- 
sale drug trade much. Did you notice the 
many omissions in his free list? There is no 
excuse for collecting a duty on cod liver oil; it 
is not made in the United States except on the 
Gloucester coast where the production is in- 
significant, and as nine-tenths of the oil comes 
from Norway, there is no neeessity for the 
duty which has to be paid by the consumer. To 
benefit suffering humanity, cod liver oil ought 
to be placed on the free list.” 


PARKE DAVIS & CO. 

Mr. John Clay.—"*I prefer not to express an 
opinion on the tariff question at present. My 
strongest impression is that the tariff matter 
should either be dropped or some definite ac- 
tion taken, as the present dullness in trade is 
to be attributed to the agitation. I would like 
to see the tax removed from alcohoi for manu- 
facturing purposes.” 


SCHERING & GLATZ. 

Mr. H. Schering.—“I don’t believe that the 
present tariff bill will be adopted, as the inter- 
ests are se conflicting and the changes so radi- 
cal that they will provoke strong opposition. 
IT am in favor of having as many goods on the 
free list as possible, especially crude materiale, 
as that would increase imports and competi- 
tion and result to the benefit of consumers. If 
the Mills bill passes, more glycerine will be 
imported and less mapufactured here. Ameri- 
can makers of isinglass would be in a peculiar 
position and they might find it difficult to 
compete with the European product on ac- 
count of the cheap labor abroad. The same 
may be said of glue and gelatine. It is con- 
ceded that too-many manufactured articles are 
on the free list to the great injustice of Ameri- 
cap industry; the line should be drawn on free 
crude materials or a gradual reduction made 
in the duties from year to year instead of cut- 
ting down the rates on short notice and all at 
once. The business community would be 
better prepared to accept the changes if a cer- 
tain per cent was taken off each year for three 
or four years and not have free trade intro- 
duced on a few months’ notice. The great ar- 
gument against free trade is the cheap foreign 
labor, notwithstanding the improved machin- 
ery here. Our experience is that skilled labor 
is double the price here than it is in Germany 
and unskilled labor three times as high; a 
woman who receives $2.50 per week abroad is 
worth $7 here for the same kind of work, and 
a@ map who earns his $7 to $8 a week in German 
factories, can get $17 for exactly the same 
duties in America. We have been informed by 
mapy manufacturers that the passage of the 
Mills bill would compel them to remove their 
machinery to Germany where the goods can be 
made and sent to the United States (freight 
paid) at a less price than the cost of manufac- 


ture here.” 
STALLMAN & FULTON. 


Mr. J. H. Staliman.—‘During the war the 
tariff rates were largely increased to provide 
funds for carrying on the war, as well as to 
foster home manufactures; these objects hav- 
ing been attained, it is but right and just that 
the burden should be taken from the people. 
It was found wise and necessary five years ago 
to lighten the burden, but the condition of the 
national treasury shows plainly that a further 
reduction is in order. Why should we go on 
collecting a large revenue, taking the money 
out of the pockets of the people and increasing 
the surplusin the treasury, where it remains 
idle while it could be used to develop the re- 
sources of the country. Only sufficient reve- 
nue should be collected to carry on the gov- 
ernment and provide for the gradual extin- 
guishment of the public debt. The Mills bill is 
a step in the right direetion. It has its 
faulte; one of these is that it does 
not go far enough, but it is prob- 
ably the begt that we can obtain 
at present, and experience will show how it 
can be improved upon. A gradual reduction 
and partial abolition of duties has been the 
policy of our government of late years, This 
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is, no doubt, the wisest course. Let this good 
work go on, and we will accommodate our- 
selves gradually to the Proper condition of 
things. The Mills bill does not suit everybody, 
and it is idle toimagine that any bill could be 
framed to meet the ideas and wishes of every- 
body. One great object should be kept in 
view, and this is the simplification of the tariff 
laws. The duties should be levied on as few 
articles as possible, which would do away with 
& great many incongruities existing in the 
present tariff laws, and to further simplify 
matters, only specific duties should be im- 
posed. This would be a radical change, it is 
true,but it would be a most wholesome change. 
All frauds on the government would be almost 
entirely excluded, there would be no questions 
about the proper market values at the porte 
of shipment, which questions now daily come 
up; quite frequently injustice is done to the 
importers, while the government officials 
through officiousness or otherwise often suspect 
fraud where the is none,besides it ig often most 
difficult to determine the exact foreign value 
of an article on account of differences in qual- 
ity, which even experts cannot always fix defi- 
nitely with the appliances at hand when they 
are called upon to give their opinion, Other 
civilized countries find itto be the beat way to 
collect revenue by specific duties, why cannot 
we do the same? our own experience shows 
that this policy works very well on a great 
number of articles and there is no reason why 
this policy should not be extended to all ar- 
ticles on which duty is imposed. 

Regarding proteetion to our home industries, 
our tariff laws in the past have done their duty, 
experience has shown that our manufacturers 
can get along without a high protective tariff, 
provided they have to pay no duty on their raw 
material and the general public should no 
longer be compelled to pay a royalty to a few 
manufacturers. A proper adjustment of the 
tariff could be made in justice to everybody, 


WEAVER & STERRY. 

Mr. Sterry—"I think the bill is a political 
measure, and probably will never be enacted. 
The effect ot this agitation has been to upset 
business generally throughout the country, 
everybody fearing that the result would be de- 
preciation of the value of stocks. I think 
there is not the slightest probability that the 
bill will become a law. If a tariff biil is passed 
that decreases the tariff on some articles, the 
effect would be to increase the revenue, as the 
imports naturally would increase. Protective 
tariff aud surpius revenue are two distinct 
questions, and when the public men come to 
underetand this they will be able to treat the 
matter more intelligently. If the duty were 
taken off of opium the revenue would un- 
doubtedly be decreased, but if only a reduction 
of one-half of the duty were made it is ex- 
tremely doubtful if the revenue would be re- 
duced. The internal revenue now is a war 
measure which should be wiped off the statute 
books. If tbat were done it would adjust the 
revenue very quickly.” 


SCHOELLKOPF, HARTFORD & MACLAGAN. 

Mr. Jobn Hartford—‘*l have been brought 
up in the free trade school, but from the 
knowledge I have acquired of the business 
und manufacturing industries of this great 
couctry I would be very slow to recommend a 
sweeping adoption of such theories, It cannot 
be disputed, however, that the present tariff 
requires revision badly, and I think th‘s should 
be directed to simplification. I think that 
in place of having a free list as at present, 
everything should be free, except articles 
specially provided for, and on these specific 
duties should be levied when practicable. All 
crude drugs, seeds, essential and fixed oils 
should be free. There is no valid reason for 
levying a duty on guarana, Norway cod liver 
oil, quince seed, preserved lizards, honey, hemp- 
seed oil (what is this?) besides dozens of articles 
hardly ever imported. With the chemical sec- 
tions it is more difficult to deal, but it requires 
a carefu) overhauling and revision on a settled 
plan. Such absurdities as santonine $300 and 
iodoform $2 00 should be altered. There is no 
use in high!y protecting cream of tartar, tar- 
taric acid, borax, &c., that are produced here 
as cheaply as anywhere else.” 

A QUININE MANUFACTURER'S VIEW. 


Mr. H. W. Fuller said: **Present tariff bills 
contemplate the extirpation of several minor 
industries. The reduction of the annual in- 
come of the United States Government should 
be made by first removing the taxes which 
were made as war measures. When the Inter- 
nal Revenue system has been abolished the 
tariff may be considered. The manufacture 
within our own border of articles of prime 
necessity should be encouraged. The current 
low price of quinine is due to the abundant 
supply of cinchona bark and not to the re- 
moval of duty. With the former duty of 20 
per cent the price would be under 50c per 
ounce. A revision of the tariff should make 
provision for the cinchona salts or which an 
export refund is paid by foreign govern- 
ments.” 

DODGE & OLCOTT, 

Mr. George M. Ulcott—"'l think the Mills bill 
ig a most inconsiderate and most inequitable 
tariff measure for the drug and chemical trade 
so far as I know it. and I hope thatif any bill 
passes it will be with such modification as will 
do away with the blows struck at American 
chemical. industries. The tariff committe of 
the Manufacturing Chemists’ Association of 
the United States have carefully considered 
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the whole matter, insofar as the drug and chem- 
ical trades are interested, and have advised or 
will advise the members Of Congress of the re- 
sults of their studies, whivh I hcpe will lead to 
the necestary chang¢s being made in the 
clauses affecting these industrirr, that appear 
to have had little or no consideration on 


the part of Mr. Milla in preparing his bill. 


“I think alcohol should bo absolutely free. 
The whole internal revenue should be abolish- 
ed as the first move, and if this revenue system 


could be abolished and then such reduction 


made in the tariff as could be made with least 


disturbance of American industries, the tur 


plus revenue could be reduced in harmony 
with Presidert Cleveland’s recommendations, 


without crippling every American industry 
fairly entitled to protection.” 
ROGERS & PYATT,. 

Mr. Andrew B. Rogers—‘'I favor intelligent 
tariff reform but the Mills bill I look upon as 
detrimental to the best interests of this 
country. I  believa it would destroy 
maby lead!ng industries and that foreign mer- 
chants would be the most benefitted. For my 
part, I am a strong believer in free ale hol for 
industrial user, and favor Mr. Randali’s meas- 
ure for the removal of the tax on alcohol used 
in the arte. I believe in 1 licing on the free list 
all crude or raw materials not produced in this 
country, butam a strong advocate of protec- 
tion for cur home industiies. I do not belicve 
this country is in a position yet to successfully 
inaugurate free trade.” 


A SEED MERCHANT SPEAKS, 
Mr. F. E. McAllister taid: “I am a free 
trader to ace: tain extent, but there are certain 
matters connected witk the tariff of which I 
may speak. For instance, hemp, rape and 
poppy secds are taxed at the rate of one- 
quar:er of a cent per pound, yet the oils which 
are obtained from them are admitted free. 
which secm3 to me rather unjust, to say the 
least. Rape and hemp seed cannot be brought 
to the same perfection in this country they 
bave reached in Germany ani Russia, from 
which counties they sre imported. The fact 
that a surplus exists isevidence to my mind 

that high tariff does not keep out the goods.”’ 


SMITH, KLINE & CO. 

Mr. M. N. Kline—“*While I have been too 
closely occupied with other work to study the 
dctails of the bill as ¢ ffecting the drug and kin- 
dred trades, and would prefer to leave any 
criticisms of it to others better informed and 
more capable, yet I quite agree with the opia- 
ion expressed in your editorial comment, that 
it bears unmistakable evidence that a majority 
of the Ways and Means Committee know mure 
about politics than they do about the drug and 
chemical interests, and in present'ng this bill 
were determined to prove thie. But the chief 
fault in my opinion with this bill is that it 
makes no reference to internal revenue taxes 
atall, Those of us who are more interested in 
promoting the ict+rests of our domestic manu- 
facturers than those of other countries, and it 
seems reasonable to suppose that this consti- 
tutes a large msjority outside of Congress at 
least should insist upon the total or partial 
repeal of these taxes first. This is the course 
always advocated bythe N.W, D. A., andl 
trust our Committee on Legislation and all our 
members and all others interested will use 
their it fluence in favor of that feature of the 
Randall bill. Too much stress cannot be laid 
by us upon the necessity for this action at thin 
time. If the Mills bill as presented were tu 
pass without material change all bope of relief 
in this regard will be past, Thirty thousand re- 
tail druggists, all wholesale druggists and manu- 
facturing chemists should jin all interested in 
American interests in one long and loud pro- 
test against the bill for this rearon.”’ 

HANCE BROS. & W&HITE. 

Mr. E. Hance—At first opportunity we will 
look over the amended tariff bi!l as published 
and will probably communicate with you fur- 
ther on the subject. 


NEW YORK SHELLAC COMPANY, 

W. A. Armstrong—" Rez arding the Mills bill, 
it is not a measure that would give tatisfac- 
tion. We believe it would crigple the manu- 
facturing industries of the country if it were 
passed. The object to be gained is the reduc- 
tion of the surplus revenue, but we believe 
this billwould increase rather than decrease 
the revenue, as it would encourage increased 
importationg. The abolition of the interna! 
revenue tax we favor. Let the regulation of 
the liquor tréffic be left to the individual 
States. By taking the tax cff of alcchol the 
revenues would be materially reduced without 
affecting the industries of the country. In 
fact, such a step would help our manufactur- 
ere.” 

LEHN & FINK, 

Mr. Albert Plaut—"As regards the tariff on 
drugs, chemicals and gcods of a kindred 
rature, I vonsicer the Mills bill a vast im- 
provement on the present tariff. I have not 
found time to examine closely into every 
article ia the duty of which a reduction has 
been mad; but, with perbaps a few excep- 
tions, i* appears that the changes will prove 
ben¢ ficial to the trace in general, and tbat no 
jarge industry, no vested rights and interesta 
willbe harmed by these changer. Asan at- 
stract proposition it must appear but right ta 
everyone that articles used only in medicine 
ehculd be free; in practice this broad statement 
must vecessarily undergo some charges; thue, 
for instance, it would appear as though it 
Were ap injustice that all alkaloids (excepting 
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a few which pay a specific d” should be free; 
as long as aleoho!, whic 80 largely em- 
ployed in the manufactu.e of this class of 
goods is taxed. With absolutely free alcohol, 
and other raw materisis free, it is my opinion 
that the chemical industry of this country— 
already so firmly established—can easily com- 
pete with the rest of the world, and that no 
protective duties are required to enable us 
either to hold our own trade, orto export our 
chemical products. I cannot just now, in the 
midst of business, give a carefully considered 
Opinion as to the many proposed changes em- 
bodied in the new law but would refer you to 
my letter on the tariff to Congressman Breck- 
inridge, of the Committee of Ways and Meane, 
written some two years age, and printed by 
hisc.mmittee. Ona basty examination, it ap- 
pears tu me that all but two or three of the 
many recommendations contained therein have 
been adopted by the committee, and are now 
incorporated in the new bill.” 
THURSTON & BRAIDICH, 

Mr. A. F. Braidich—We are not interested in 
the revision of the tariff, for the reason tbat 
the changes proposed do not affect any of the 
articles in which we deal, unless it may be in- 
sect powder, and that is not specifically men- 
tioned in the bill before Congress.” 


ROESSLER & HASSLACHER,. 

Mr. Hasslacher—“I cannot give apy opinion 
upon the Mills bill in general, having consid- 
ered only that portion of it which touches 
our own business, manufacturing as well 
as importing. With that portion of it 
we are satisfied. Itis an improvement on the 
existing tariff, but it may still be far from 
perfect. It looks to us as though the endeavor 
is made to lessen the rate of duty on raw 
materials and to retain the tax on manu- 
faetured articles, which, from our standpoint, 
may be considered a step in the right direc- 
tion.”

Considerable merriment was occasioned by the

His honor 
had expected to be present but wrote that he 
regretted his inability to attend, though ex- 
preesing the hope that at some future time, 
his public and private affairs would be in such 


shape as to admit of his presence at a dinner 


of the Paint, Gil and Varnish Ciub. 

The secretary also read a letter from the 
president of the Philadelphia club in which he 
regretted that stern duty prevented him from 
attending this meeting. 

Mr. Albert Lucus of Philadelphia also wrote 
that he was compelled to decline the courteous 
invitation of the club. 

Hon. Asbel P. Fitch was expected up to a late 
hour, Duta telegram from him to the secretary 
stated that he was obliged to miss the dinner 
owing to the long Wednesday session of Con- 
gress. 

The secretary read eleven resignations, but 
stated that ten new members had taken their 
places. He uczged each member to use his in- 
fluence to obtain additions to the club. 

President Merz commended the secretary's 
work in increasing the membership of theclub, 
and urged upon the members the necersity and 
advisability of following his example, 

The reports of committees being the next 
order of businees, Mr. M. D. Eger for the tariff 
committee reported progress. As yet the com- 
mittee had been able to take preliminary steps 
only. 

Mesars. Spooner, Rieger, Knapp and Pierce, 
the*Twilight Quartette,” delighted the com- 
pany with a charming tendition of “The Hunts- 
man’s Farewell,” by Mendelssohn. 

President Merz in introducing Mr. Erastus 
Wiman gaid it gave him the greatest pleasure 
to present sucha well-known, public spirited 
gentleman to the club. Mr. Wiman was warm- 
ly greeted and delivered a most interesting ad- 
dress. 

Mr. Wiman siid that the only reason which 
could account for his presence at a dinner 
of the Paint, Oil and Varnieh Club, was that 
he has supposed to havea remote connection 
with the cyclone pulverizer—a useful machine 
in grindivg paint. He bad reached the conclu- 
sion that pulverization lay at the base of human 
existence, and imatmuch as nature locked up 
her sustaining powers and her treasures s0 
closely, and packed them away go deftly, separ- 
ation ani pulverization was a necessity. To 
bring ina force of nature to accomplish thig 
purpose, in the shape of a cyclone, had been an 
otject which inventors had tried to achieve, 
and with certain success. This connection with 
the paint trade was perhaps an excuse for 
bringing him in this pleasant connection with 
it. This was especially the case when they were 
informed that the powers of the cyclone were 
being directed upon the useless encumbrance 
of iron slag, creating a paint so excellent that 
the Pullman people had adopted it to the ex- 
clusion of all others. Before long they would 
all be dealers in iron slag paint and other arti- 
cles of equal importance made by the pulver- 
izer driven by a cyclone. Hence, he was pleased 
to be introduced in this pleasant way to so 
many representatives of the important interests 
involved in the paint trade. . 

It was a matter of great gratification that 
such an organization existed as the Paint, Oil 
and Varnish Club. Any organization in a trade 
where competition had reigned supreme to the 
detriment of everyone concerned wasa sub- 
ject for congratulation. Competition, which 
was suppored to be the panacea for all evils, 
had run riot in every trade, but in none with 
more burtful results than in the paint and oil 
trade. Not only had there been a complete 
destruction of prcfits, but owing to the pe- 
cullarities of this businese, a low grade of 
goods and serious adulteration had resulted. 
Excessive competition was a serious evil.

Why sensible, 
reasonable men such as he was now addressing 
should waa against each other was an unan- 
swerable question. Hence, he was pleased to 
gee such a combination as this club indi- 
cated—a combination of interests resulting in 
advantage to all concerned. It was a good 
thing that they should meet in this way around 
the socie] board, get well acquaint: d with each 
other, and underatand the motives and epirit 
which animatedthem. It bad been eaid by the 
poet—

If the eki lof the cook and the genius of the 
caterer could help smuoth the asperities of the 
trade and bring them cl seiy together, a great 
result would be accomplished. There is a 
great outcry just now against trusts, against 
combines, and there is a spirit abroad of con- 
demnation of all sorts of combinations, but as 
Charles Lamb once said about p: edestination, 


“There is a great deal to be said on both sides. 


of thie question,” and after it iq all eaid it is 
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difficult of decision. Certainly, unlimited com- 
petition has not achieved the best resulte, and 
there is to-day no expense so serious to be en- 


countered as the expense of compee 
tition. We talk about the expenses 
of business, of living expense, of 


losses arising out of bad debts, of rect and 
clerk hire, but all these expenses sink into in- 
significance compared with the expenses of 
unwise, irjadicious competition. Perbaps no 
better illustration of the foliy of unwise com- 
petition is found than in the instance of the 
West Shore road, in which one hundred mil- 
lions of dollars were epent, and which accom- 
plished no other purpose than to place around 
the necks of the shareholders and cuetomers of 
the New York Central railroad an obligation 
to pay, as long a3 grass grew and water ran, 
the interest on fifty millions of dollars. 
Throughout all commerce this spirit of war- 
ring upon each other ig prevalent, and for his 
Part the speaker felt that there was more to be 
said in behalf of a first class, well managed 
monopoly than dare be generally urged. He 
believed the Standard O11 Company, with all 
the sins that were tupposed to reet upon its 
head, had done more to cheapen the price of 
oll, beget its largest and best distribution and 
encourage 9 greater variety of products result- 
iog from it, than if there had been one hundred 
competitive orgunizations. The post cfiice, 
which was one of the best and greatest monop 
olies in the country, was one of the great st 
benefits. It hardly became him to say much 
about the telegraph, considering the fact that 
be wasa director in the Western Union, but 
this he could say, that it would be impossi- 
ble todo the telegraph business with twenty 
companies in fifty different states, as cheaply 
and efficiently as it is done now by one. If the 
organization and perpetuation of the Paint, 
Oil and Varri:h Ciub could beget more 
barmopny in action, result in lessened compe- 
tition, a great result would be achieved. In- 
telligent and concerted action in relation to 
the tariff wasan absolute necessity, while in 
matters of regulation of freight, as shown 
by the minutes just read, a great deal had been 
already achieved. In the ¢fforts to obtain a 
national bankrupt ‘aw no better arcument 
could be used than that the trade in its united. 
form had acted harmoniously and intelligently 
regarding it. Out of such actions as these 
might come some idea usto the regulation of 
prices, which was certainly just as essential es 
the regulation of the kind of product to be of- 
fered, so that adulteration and depreciation of 
goods thould not go along concurrent with 
cutting in prices. Mr. Wiman then referred to 
the growth of the trade of the country, citing 
some very startling instances, such asthe fact 
that the commerce of the Sault Ste, Marie canal 
had reached an amount equal to the commerce 
of the Suez Caual—the one uniting two inland 
lakeg in the northern part of North America 
whose commerce was less than fifty years old 
the other uniting two great organs bearing up >n 
their bosom the commerce of the world, the 
produot of centuries. The fact was significant 
that in the Wyoming valley, the extent of 
wh'ch could be seen from a mountain top, the 
production of coal had reached eleven millions 
of tone, which, at three dollars a ton, equalled 
the entire output cf gold of the whole world in 
the same period. The progress of the United 
States had il-ustrated in the highest degree the 
advantages of protection on the one hand and 
of free trade on the other. Protection had 
ghut out the old world from competition, bad 
stimulated production, which in its turn had 
been met by three great irfiuence:; first, the 
growth in area; next, the rapid development 
of natural resourcee, and above all, the rapid 
augmentation of population by immigration. 
These had enormousiy helped forward the 
cause of protection, while free trade had pre- 
vailed throughout the land to an extent cover- 
ing a larger area than prevails elsewhere in the 
world, at leart among a larger number of 
traders, Both economic systems hed full 
scope, and both had largely contributed to the 
growth of this great o»untry. Mr. Wiman then 
drew attention to the Gospel of commercial 
union with Canada, which he had been recently 
preaching, and mentioned that the instance 
whieh he had just cited as representing both 
protection and free trade could be amplified by 
including within the commercial relations of 
the country the vast areas that Canada afforded 
—areas covericg larger territories than the 
United States themselves—thus bringing into 
line natural resources quite equal to those of 
of this country, such us iron and lumber, and 
fish and agricultural products, and at the same 
time add to the consuming customers of this 
country at one stroke a populati n of five mil- 
lions, with facilities for absorptivno and sustain- 
ing forces for one hundred millions more. 
Buch a consummation as the breaking down of 
he barbed wire fence that rap athwart the 
continent was greatly to be desired, for, with- 
out the drawing of asword, the ehedding of a 
single drop of blood, or ths cost of a dollar, the 
area of the commerce of the country could thas 
be doubled. Mr. Wiman then priceeccl to 
describe the enormous areas of Canada, which 
he said were forty timcs as large as 
England, Scotland and Wales; ten times 
as big as the German Empire, and 
three times as Jarge a3 British India. He de- 
scribed the wheat growing areas of northwest- 
ern Canada to be much greater,much more 
promising than those of the United States, and 
gaid that if this country could be made to con- 
sume American manufactures, all others being 
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shut out by a uniform tariff, continental in its 
extent and uniform in its height,nO greater 
bcon could occur to the paint and oil trade, as 
indeed to every other department of commerce 
in the country. He pointed to the historical 
fact that the Zollverein of the German empire 
was the direct outcome of the study of Ameri- 
can institutions by Frederick List, under 
America’s greatest statesman, Alexander Ham- 
ilton. That the growth of the German empire, 
its solidity and influence, had been to a greater 
degree contributed to by the principles under- 
lying the commercial fabric of the United 
States t'.an by any other one thing. That it 
was a wise thing now to extend these principles 
80 as to include the whole continent of America 
so that the English speaking nations of North 
America should be United ina great customs 
ucion that would benefit all concerned. The 
dream of the commercial unionist was to see 
the ta~bed wire fence that now ran athwart 
the continent lifted up, stretched out, and put 
right around the continent. 
done, aunion would be created on the North 
American continent that would be more than 
ever attractive to the people of all Europe; 
that would afford ample room for the accom- 
modation of all the immigration that should 
come in this direction, an immigration of which 
we have just begun to touch the fringe, and 
which would settle up all the vast regions 
north of Minnesota a3 effectually as bad heen 
settled the country to the south, making for 
themselves a home on the one hand and cre- 
ating a market for the producis of the United 
States on the other. A great union of interests 
would thus be created—a union that would 
have a scope even greater than dreamed of by 
the poet when he said: 
O Uaion strong and great, 
Humanity with all ita fears, 
And all ifs topes of future yeare, 
Is hanging breathless on thy fate. 


Mr. Wiman’s address wa; listened to with 
profound attention and h»> was frequently in- 
terrvpted with applaus>, while many happy 
points he made elicited hearty laughter. 

‘he noted violinist Mr. Richard Ar- 
nold, rendered B zzini’s “Fairy Dance” in a 
manner which cemons:rated thet he wis a 
master and called fcrth great applause, to which 
he responded to the great delight of his audience 
with Renard’s *Berceuse.” 

Mr. W. W. Lawrences, secretary of the Pitte- 
burg club, was thegext speaker. He Fegan his 
remarks by saying that it had been his rule 
never to apologize—he made the other man 
apclogize. (Laughter). ‘Until the conclusion 
ot Mr.Wiman’s addreas,”’continued tae speaker, 
“I did not know I was to be called on fora 
speech. Consequently the responsibility for 
what I may say must rest with my good friends 
Mr. Eimendorf and Mr. Templeton. I have 
heard it said that pleasure, or its enjoyment, is 
heightened by a shaip contrast with pain, and 
if this be true it is certainly well to bave callea 
on me to speak after listening to the masterl 
and €| quent words ce, the distingu'shed gen- 
tleman wao bai just concluded, as, when 
you hear what I have to say you will suffer for 
it, but perhaps appreciate even more what you 
have heard from him. (Laughter and applause.) 

“I do not know what I can tell you that will 
interest you. I havi n’t a pulverizing machine 
to sel', like Mr. Wiman, so I can’t describe 
that, but only wishI had boen given a little 
notice, and I would undertake to puiverizs 
you with statistics. (Laughter). I come from 
what you New Yorkers are apt to consider a 
suburban village, <lthough the eighth city of 
the Uaion. We are great on atatistiss out 
there; when the unsuspecting New Yorker 
visits us we put him in a carriage, and, as we 
start to visit our workshops, we usually com- 
mence by firing the statement at him that the 
annua! tonnage of Pittsburg exceeds that of 
New York. (Laughter), You may smile at 
that, but it can be easi!y substantiated. We 
show him one of our steel rail mills, and state 
that the annual tonnage of that millis greater 
than the tonnage of ths entire cotton crop of 
America, and 80 on. 

“If you bad only g:ven me a chance I would 
be prepared to bombard you with similar sta- 
tistics. We make considerable white lead in 
Pittsburg assome of you may know. I have 
heard it is made in New York also (laughter). 
It may interest you to know that Pittburg is 
the only corroding point where no outside lead 
in oil is sold (renewed laughter). The fact is 
the Pittsburg product is so good that outsiders 
have no chance there. We tried it once witha 
carload of outside lead, and after keeping it a 
long time, finally removed the corrodera brand 
and substituted our own,-—in the regular 
Pittsburg, red heads and stencil brand—but it 
was no go (ijaughter), .Those who received it 
were constantly writing to know if that lead 
was made in Pittsburg (laugh*~ ): they knew it 
was not Pittsburg lead. Iti .J..y fair to gay it 
did not come from New York. 

“If I can’t puff a pulverizer (laughter), I 
might describe the model paint factory with 
which I have the honor of being connected. 
Among other points which I am sure would be 
novelties to you, all I might gay is, if you 
come out to see us I would show you a factory 
which does not contain a gallon of benzine 
(laughter andapplause). I don’t know whether 
any paint man here to-night would care to 
venture a similar statement. (Renewed laugh- 
ter.) It might be an embarrassing question, so 
I will let that pass. 

“I might give you some comparative statis. 
tics—you know comparative statistics are al 
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the fashion now. For example, I might say 
for every ton of barytes ground up in Chicago, 
Pittsburg puts on the market a ton of pure 
lead; this might give you some idea ofthe 
enormous lead output of Pittsburg (laughter), 
But I won’t make that statement; I can’t sub- 
stantiate it, and then, as I believe, there is no 
one here from Chicago to-night, it would be 
unkind. As the poet saye, we should 
‘Speak kindly of the erring ones, 
They may have toiled ia vain; 
Perhaps unkindness made them go; 
O, win them back again |’ 

(Laughter and applause). 

“I might tell you that we make enough pure 
mixed paints in Pittsburg to load every steam- 
toat that could be floated in the lake that could 
be made with the quantity of benzine and 
water annually used in the manufacture of 
paints in Cleveland (laughter and applause), 
but I won’t say that, because it is another 
thing I can’t substantiate. I could blow aa lit- 
tle—Americans, I believe, are all privileged to 
doa little of that—about the immense output 
of our own factory; could tell you tbat our 
annual vutput of pure ground colors in oil 
would make a cable, one foot in diameter, 
long cnough to go forty-eight ties around 
the earth and tie a double bow knot at the end, 
but this would be trespaseirg upon your kind- 
ness and would make you feel envious, and I 
don’t believe I can sell any paint in this crowd. 
(Laughter). 

“Mr. Elinendorf :uggests that I tell you 
comething about the workings of our own 
Paint, Oil an@. Drug Association. It bas been 
in existence sirce lest May and is 
nearly a year olc; we have nineteen 
members, It is not a very sociable 
crganization compared with youre; we had one 
dinner last December which was quite success- 
ful, but teyond that the social element is weak. 
But we have excelled you in one way and that 
is we have been able to maintain uniform and 
profitable prices on ling: ed oil, turpentine, al- 
cohol and putty in a territory over 120 miles 
equare. Of course there is no originality about 
our plan; we simply adopted the plan of the 
New Envgland Club with come elight 
modifications suited to our locality; it 
has worked admirably and has put a 
good many thousand dollars into our 
pockets that we otherwise would have lost. We 
used to buy a car load of linseed oi’, say at Sec, 
fud sell it at 5:}44c. This became very tircsome 
(laughter). Now cnsemall lotsof one to four 
bble. we make $1 50 per bb). if the oil is paid for 
in 10 days, or $200 if 30 daystime is taken. 
Within a short time we have succeeded in es- 
tabliehing a price for white lead in lots of less 
than 509 Ibe. 

“3ome of the remarks made by Mr. Wiman, 
suggest the great question of tariff or free 
trade. I don’t know what kind of a crowd I am 
in to-night,but you know that out in Pittsburg 
werre all for protection—we have no free 
traders, or if we bave they are effectually con- 
cealed and are not visible to the naked eye 
(laughter). I ought to modify that statement, 
we bave four classes of free trade, the anar- 
chiste, the socialists, the communists and the 
lawyers, the four c\asacs who have everything 
to gain by a change in the country’s policy and 
notbing to lose. I believe these four classes 
ought not even be permitted to discuss the sub- 
jeet. It would be presumptuous for me to at- 
tempt to discuss the merits or demerits of the 
free trade theory; Mr. Wiman has pictured 
what great things may result from a commer- 
cial un ion with Canade; with Lim, I hope it 
may be acccmplished, but when it comes to 
opening up our country to foreign products, I 
cannct agree with bim on its advisability. I 
am reminded of the old story of the farmer 
who owned a horse that was his chief source 
of revenue and eupport for bimself 
and family and with whose aid he lived com- 
fortably and bappily for many yeare; the horse 
helped to plow, to till th» ground, to gather 
the harvest, to bring it into the barn, to carry 
it to market, etc., and all went well until an in- 
genious and I believe envious neighbor sug- 
gested that if a pair of green spectacles were 
put on the horse he cou'd be taught to eat saw- 
dust end a great gymnastic act in political 
economy be performed so that it would cost 
pothing to kcep the horse and he would still 
keep the family. In an evil moment the far- 
mer consented totry the experiment and just 
as the horse had Icarned to eat bis uonatural 
food he died, The moral is obvious. I believe 
in free trade as a theory, but only as a 
theory; if an ideal world was starting 
out with every one on an_ equel 
basis I think it wou'd be the correct 
plan, but, gentiemer, we must take things as 
they are, and not as they might be, or as we 
would like to have them. We must not be 
deluded by beautiful pictures; you must re- 
member 

‘Things are celdom what they sem; 
Skim milk ma: queradea as cream.” 

“I believe, sir, in America for the Americans, 
and not for the Englishman, and I woul! sug- 
gest as a motto for Americans words from that 
same beautiful poem with which Mr. Wiman 
closed his remarks: 


‘Sail on, thou sbip of State; 
Sail on, O, Union, strong and great, 
Our hearts, our hopes are a!) with thee— 
Our hearts, our hopes, our prayers, our 
tears, 
Our faith, triumphant o’er our fears, 
Are all with thee! are all with thee!’”’ 
(Prolopged applause), 





Tho Twilight quartette were again called 
upon for a song and gave ‘The Toast,” by 
Zoliner. They were heartily applauded, but as 
the hour was late did not respond to the encore. 


Mr. R. P. Rowe stated that the Executive 
Committee had received a communication 
from the New England Paint and Oi) Olub 
which he proceeded to read. 
braced the circular relating to the proposed 
modification of the credit system, which has 
already been published and commended by the 
REPORTER. Action by the New York club 
was requested. Mr. Rowe said that on the re- 
ceipt of this communication it had been re- 
ferred to a special committee consisting of 
Msj r Garner and. himeelf, who had 
made it the subject of muca thought. 
The special committee had _ talked 
over, but was hardly able to see how 
avything could be recommended to the club. 
They had reached the conclusion that it would 
be better to bring the subject before the meet- 
ing for general discussion. The committee, 
Mr. Rowe said, would be very glad to hear 
from every one interested, and from the ming- 
ling of wisdom he thought some plan of action 
might be formulated. He thought it hardly 
probable, however, that anything could be 
done at this sers‘on. 


General Molineux in response to the request 
of the president, said that this subject of cred- 
its was avery serious matter, which required 
the most careful attention and consideration. 
He thought the committee should be con- 
tinued and suggested that every member of 
the club be requested ‘to assist tue committee 
with their knowledge and advice. The sugges- 
tion was put in the shape of a motion, which 
was seconced by Mr. Elmendorf. 


The last named gentlexan in seconding the 
motion said that if anything was wrong the 
varnish trade had to stand it. He had seen 
bills which were peyable one year from the 
date of opening the barre). 


Mr. Rowe thought the committee should be 
enlarged to take in some of the gentlemen who 
make pure mixed paints with the aid of ben- 
zine. (Laughter.) He suggested that a large 
committee could treat the question more fully 
and é€ffectivcly. Digressing somewhat Mr. 
Rowe said he fcumd the corrcders of Pittsburg 
a peculiar lot. They make white lead freely, 
and he would confess, sold it freely undera 
combination, but as secretary of the last corro- 
ders association thcy gave him a good deal of 
trouble with their pcenliar ideas as to credits. 
(Laughter). His remarks on this point were 
suggested by what Mr. Lawrence had said re- 
garding Pittsburg lead. 


Genl. Molineux suggested that the credit sye- 
tem be made the subject for discussion at a 
special meeting of the club at tne call of the 
executive commit‘ee. 


Maj. Garner said that when he was first ap- 
pointed on this committee he was very much 
discouraged, but sincs then he had heard of 
two things which had renewed his courage. 
One of these was the information conveyed to 
him by a gentleman in the trade that bis house 
bad adopted the six months’ credit plan. 
Another ttatement by a member of the execu- 
tive committee was that the varnish house rep 
resented by that gentlemen sold strictlyon a 
thirty days’ basis, and that at the end of last 
year the entire indebtedness to that house did 
not exceed 10 per cent of the business for the 
year. Mej. Garner hcped the matter of credits 
would receive the earnest consideration of the 
club. 


Mr. Schumann gaid that he had come to the 
meeting with the intention of listening and 
learning but what he bad heard made him 
think more of himself and his profession than 
he had before. He thought that if a house 
had an established rule of credita it should 
stick to that rule, and not be led from it by any 
consideration. He thought the members 
thould zee if they could not get their business 
in better shape. If the paint men in Pittsburg 
can get fixed prices there is no reason why it 
should not be done here, if the members will 
adhere tothe plan. By doing so they will no 
doubt have to lose some trade but they will 
make that up in new customers. It would 
simply be an exchange of customers on a fair 
basis. If this or any other club, contioued the 
sreaker, should defer business that thould be 
done tc-nigbt until a month hence, what will 
come of it? Theclub should make some res- 
olutiongs, adoptthem and stick to them. If 
the members were not ready to vote, they 
should go home and think the matter over 
carefully. There is only one way to do busi- 
nese. Pass resolutions and stick tothem. “If 
your terms have been 90 days,’”’ said Mr. Schu- 
mann, in conclusion, “and if you want to make 
them 60 days do so, but stick to it. There is 
not a week in which we are not pressed to ex- 
tend the time of some buyer, but we won’t do 
ad 


Mr. Eger suggested as anh amendment that 
this committee might get the opinions of 
houees in the trade as to what course would be 
most desirable, and thus be able to formulate a 
report and calla meeting of the club for its 
consideration. The amendmcnt was accepted 
and the motion p:ssed. 


There being no further business before the 
club the formal mesting was adjourn-:d and 
the members spent a short time in social inter- 
course dispersing to their homesshortiy after 
}1 o'clock.

Paint and Oil Men Discuss the Tariff. 


The thirty-sixth dinner of the Paint and Oil 
Club of New England occurred on Saturday in 
Boston, at Young’s hotel, and about fifty gen- 
tlemen identificd with the paint and oil trade 
were present. George L. Gould, president of 
the agsociation, was in the chair. Quite a num- 
ber of distinguished gentlemen participated in 
the profitable exercises, and all of the principal 
cities were represented py the guests. Mr. 
Wil.iam Agge acted as secretary in the absence 
of Mr. Newton. After a substantial repast that 
bad been erjoyed, Mr. Charles Richardson of 
the committee on turpentine submitted a final 
report, in which it was suggested that the pro- 
posal to buy and gell this commodity by weigh- 
ing—seven pounds to the gallon—s3ems to meet 
The belief was ex- 
pressed that spirits of turpentine will event- 
ually be bandled in that manner. 

A communication was received from the New 
York Paint, Oi) and Varnish Club, in which the 
tariff question was discussed in a thorough 
and intelligent manner, showing careful re- 
search and wise judgment. The important doc- 
ument is published in full below, ard we com- 
mend it to other trades as a model argument 
on the tariff issue:— 

New York, March 29, 1888. 

The manufacturers of paints and colors in 
the United States respectfully invite attention 
to the following facts relative to an industry 
requiring patient skill, large capital (upon 
which returns are slow), and employing a great 
number of workmen, who have to be educated 
to the art. 

This industry bas languished for many years, 
notso much on eccount of the present tariff 
as by the inconsistency in its classification, and 
the innumerable ways by which appraicers at 
various ports of entry (acting, perhape, in the 
most honest manner) become confused inthe 
momenclature and rates on invcices. Discour- 
aged and disheartened by past expericnce, tle 
manufacturers make a list appeal, and re- 
spectfully pray that whatever tariff bill is 
presented, it may be one by which they can at 
least know whether they must abandon the 
field to foreign nations or vigorously conduct 
the business with American labor and capital. 

We bhuve carefully examired the tariff as at 
present existing, the bill c fered by your hon- 
orable committee, and likewize that presented 
by Mr. Randall, and, from the data furnished 
by the three, respectfully urge that all paints 
and oolors may te tariffed at epecific ratee, and 
no longer at ad valorcm percentage. 

Frauds, mistakes, and undervaluations ca 
then no Jonger exist to the present enormou 
extent, the inducement to flood thiscountry 
with adulterated and worthis3 imitations of 
genuine goods will be checked, and the im 
Portations (whether increased or diminished b 
a new tariff) will consist of a better quality of 
goods. 

The advantage to us manufacturers wou!d b 
that we would then know exactly our position 
We are not afraid to stand on our own merits 
and ask only the same protection on our man- 
ufactured goods as we pay on the value o 
chemicals and materials we use in producing 
them. At present, we pay on materials used a 
specific duty equal to 4U per cent.; on th» pro- 
ductions made, an ad valorem of 25 per cent. 
No skill, no capital, no business energy can 
overcome the incubus resulting from the two 
inconsistent ratings. The specific duty on 
chemicals causes the importatiors of pure 
gcods. The ai valorem on paints causes un- 
dervaluations, impossible for your appraisers 
and chremiets to detect until long after the 
mischief bas been done, and a pernicious pre- 
cedent established. These facts can be proved, 
and the “spezific’’ rates of tariff cn our manu- 
factured articles herewith submitted are made 
up from the average between the present law 
and proposed bills, and amounts to this A 
reduction in tariff on pure paints and colors , 
and an increase on wor;hies~, adulterated, ard 
inferior articles. We thus frankly and truth- 
fully state the facta, with the respectful hope 
that attention may be granted us. 

We have arrived at the point where we sce 
the necessity of devotirg our energies to other 
lines of trade, unles3 the new tariff gives u 
some assurances that we will be as advantage- 
ously placed in this couatry as our feliow 
eraftmen abroad are under the governments o 
Europe. Weask no protection over materia 
used; we make no attack on other industries 
of the country; we iotrude no opinions on 
articles outside of our own industry, and only 
ask intelligent justice to our p-tition. 

The present tariff is no protection for our 
industry; in fact, it is worse tban free trade, as 
the materials used in the manufacture of our 
goods pay a higher rate of duty (from 2) to 50 
per cent.) than the articles manufactured by 
us, and we are actua' y legislated against. 

Singular as this may appear, it is an actual 
fact, and can be demonstrated so clearly that 
even the mcs‘ inexperienced person in this 
branch of industry can perceive it, 

This industry, in which millions of dollars are 
invested, and with which the prosperity of the 
country is closely connected, bas thus been 
struggling along agaist adverse legislation, 
which, though probably brought about by 
oversight, unless rectified, will lead to the total 
destruction of our industry. 

We do not petition for protection, but only 
claim at least equality with foreign manufac- 
turers, and that the materisis which we use for 
our goods should not pay a higher rate of duty 
than the goods manufactured from them, or 
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that the manufactured goods imported should | 
at least pay the same duty as the materials or | 
component parts. We have positive knowledge 
of the fact that a society now exista in Berlin 
called “The American Export Association,” 
whose object is to ascertain what American 
goods are discriminated against by the tariff, 
and to encourage the export of such German 
goods to the United States. By thig society's 
aid foreign manufacturers and merchants in 
this busineas understand the (questionable?) 
method of making the items of transportation 
and package on invoices at the maximum 
and the prime coet of the article (paying ad 
valorem duty) at the minimum; of using the 
name of chemical galt or acid instead of 
“paint,” if advantage is to be had by so doing; 
by the mystification of class and rate,and by 
avalling themselves of the convenient blanket

Mr. J. D. Morton offered a motion expressing 
the hearty indorsement of the memorial and 
directing the secretary to forward copies, over 
the signatures of the club’s officers, to every 
congressman in New England.

The re- 
gion is prolific of natural gas as well as coal, 
and the town of Greensburg is only six miles 
distant. The extension of the business in this 
direction brings the factories nearer to the 
great centers of eupply for the chief glass 
making materiale, such as sand, which comes 
from the Juniata river, and alkalies and other 


4 hemicals, which are nearly all got from New 


York. The difference in freights between 
Penn’s Station and Pittsburg does not amount 
to very much, of course, but everything counts 
in the glass manufacturing trade, which is 


carried on on such a small margin of profit.

White lead presents no features that are 
attractive. The spring trade is backward, but 

his is attributable, probably, quite as much to 
the fact that most buyers were filled ur early 
in the year as to the continued cool weather, 
while to some extext the agitation of the tariff 
Duestion acts as a check upon trade. City 
corroders maintain their prices, but outside 
competition with the west is still active and 
prices are cut wherever necessary to hold trade. 

American oxide of zinc has sold fairly well 
in ajobbing way, with no changes in quota- 
tions reported.

In the 
United States the quantity of castor oi] made a 
few years ago wes returned as 910,00 gallons, 
worth $800,000. At one works thcere—the 
yleld of cold pressed oil per bushel after 
two expressions is 16 pounds, or 2 gallons, the 
first pressure yielding 12 pounds of clear white 
oll, the second 4 pounds of yellowish. Some- 
times a third expression is resorted to, but 
the the ofl is much colored, and the yield—1 
to 8 pounds--so very smal) that it hardly pays 
fcr the labor and expense incurred. The pro- 
cess of purifying and clarifying the oil is «c- 
complished in various ways, and isthespecialty 
of every factory. The great point in purifica- 
tion—as well as clarification—to be noticed is 
the fact not to expose the oil too long to the 
air, as it is then liable to become rancid. 

The seeds co'd drawn yield about 25 per cent: 
of oil; if heated at the time of extraction they 
yield about 35 per cent. The cold drawn oil is 
that used in medicine as a purgative, and the 
latter oilis used for burning and for lubrica- 
tion. This oil is much used by the Jews for 


their Sabbath lamps, it being one of the five 
kinds of oil their traditions allow them to burn 
on such occasions. Problematical as it may 
seem, castor oil ia small quantities is used by 
some of the natives of India to give a flavor to 
their curries. Well may it be said as regards 
this use of the oil that there is no accounting 
for taste! A curious application of castor oil 
is its employment for gas-making at Jeypore 
in India within the last few years. The gas 
made is chic fly consumed in the public offices 
and streets, as there are but few private con- 
sumers. When castor oil is not available, 
other seed oils are used for making the gas. 
The price of the former is about 22s per maund 
of 82 lbs., and of the other seed oils 208. From 
1 maund of castor oil the gas manager obtains 
1,260 cubic feet of 9-candle gas. The cost of 
manufacture (exclusive of the oi)) is about 
8 6d per 1,000 cubic feet. In the United States 
castor oil is much used for dressing morocco 
leather. Castor seed is now one of the most im- 
portant oil seeds of India. It is largely cultivated 
in Behar and the Northwestern Provinces. 
There are three chief varieties, distinguished 
by the color of the seeds, viz., brown, black, 
and red, and a large and small seeded specier, 
the latter of which yields the most oil in India. 

The exports of castor seeds from India, com- 
mencing with a shipment of 529 owt. in 1877, 
haye gone on increasing by leaps and bounds 
until, in 1887, 610,893 cwt., worth £/81,688, were 
shipped from that country, while the exports 
of castor cil als> show an increase, though nct 
tothe same extent, having been 1,411,216 gal- 
lons (worth £192,642), in 1878; and 2,676,012 gal- 
lons, of a value of £271,837, in 1887. Of this 
quantity, nearly one-half goes to the United 
Kingdom, one fourth to Australia, and the 
rest ie distributed among various other coun- 
tries.

Lard oil is scarcely held with euch steadiness 
as last week. and a!though prime oil uf present 
make ie quoted at 62@63c, there are buyers who 
claim to be favored with 6c for jobbing quan- 
titiee. [t is hardly necessary to quote the lower 
grades, as they have no regular schedule of 
values, fluctuations being guided according to 
wants of buyers and desire of holders to realize. 

Elaine oil is quoted unchanged at 32@34c per 
gallon. and has a good demand in a jobbing 
way. Saponified red oil is quiet at 4%@4%c per 
lb. Probably the inside figure can be shaded. 

Crude sperm oil has been taken to the ex- 
tent of 400 bbls for manufacture on private 
terms. Holders continue to quote 68@70c. Re- 
fined oil is firm at former prices.

The past week has witnesced some pretty 
sharp fluctuations in the price of certificates 
but «8 a whole the tendency of values bas been 
steadily to a higher level, No very well de- 
fined causes, other than have before been noted, 
have tended to bring al:out these changes, but 
it is apparent that operators have become con- 
vineed that itis no longer profitable to resist 
the bullish influences that have for so long been 
set at naught. The news from the producing 
regions during the early part of the week 
under review was of little importance, but 
later came reports to the ¢ffect that a number 
of those who have been pushing the drill hsd 
been induced to join the shut-down movement 
and this, it is believed, will cause a further im- 
portant restriction of field operations. This 
naturally tended to strengthen the views of 
operators and no doubt exerted a strong bull 
influence. The fact that the daily deliveries 
are nearly doub'e in am»unt to the runs is also 
an important bull factor which can no lorger 
be ignored. It is, however, principally to the 
fact that many of the operators in the West 
who have recently been sellers tave become 
buyers that the decided upward movement is 
due. When the orders began tocome in it was 
found that there was comparatively little oil to 
be bad and the price was quickly advanced. 
This confirms the view expressed by us last 
week. Ajl the conditions favored the bull op- 
erators and all that was required to send 
prices upward was determined buying by 
strong parties, The bezr operators are not dis- 
couraged, however, and there !s, as usual, a 
divergence of opinion as to the course of the 
market in the pear future. Toe besrs insist 
that the past week has but developed 
one of the pericdicai spurts which will be fol- 
lowed by a more or lets decided raaction, and 


_ they claim that they are conducting their op- 


eraticn:s under that bellef, while the bulis ap- 
Pear confident that che price will now be per- 
manently advanced and wili not soon again 
g0 to the low figures reached during the past 
two or three weeks. While the bulis have 
figures and field news on their side, it is no 
more than they hive had before when the 
price receded, and he would indeed be a 
prophet who could now foretell the 
course of the market for the next fortnight. 
The transactions during the past week 
show asmall increase over those of the previ- 
ous week, the sales footing 11,975,000 bbis 
against 11,081,000 bbis for the preceding week, 
The clearances of the local exchange amount- 
ed to 25,608,000 bbis, against 31,888,000 bbis 
during the preceding week. The total clear- 
ances reported for the other four exchanges 
amounted to 56,926,000 bbls against 69,6 8,000 
bbls for the preceding week. The highest 
price of the week was reached to day 
when 8540 was touched. The lowest point of 
the week was 7634c and was touched on Wedner- 
day. The opening price last Wednesday was 
717%", and the close this evening was at 8844c, 
showing a gain as the result of the week’s trad- 
ing of 1(3g¢2. while the extreme range of fluc- 
tuations for the week was 117c. 


At Glade Run Leidecker Bros.’ No. 4, Jacob 
Gelbach farm, when 40 feet in the sand, found 
very little oll.

The Keystone Oil Company Litigation. 

Less than two years ago ths Keystone Oil 
Company, a foreign enterprize, eo to speak, 
backed by local capital, came on from Cleve- 
land andembarked in a modest way On the 
troubied sea of businese. For the first six 
months of its existence, and while the manage- 
ment remained in the wise contro! of its orig- 
inators, matters progressed quite barmoni- 
ously and the enterprise was financially suc- 
cessful. Later on Joho B. Smithman insinuated 
himself into the concern and from that 
moment the enterprise was doomed. Smi.h- 
man put a little money in the concern, and 
addressing himself diligently to securing con- 
trol of the works, he soon had things io shape 
to suit Smithman. In the meantime, the con- 
cern branched out quite extensively,absorbing 
other concerns at various parte, and doing, 
as it were a land office business generally, 
A pipe line was built to the adjacent oil

fields, and at a later period, when ruia 
stared the manufacturing branch of the com- 
pany in the face, Mr. Smithman, who had pre 
viously crowded the original chairman out of a 
coriifortable and desirable seat at the head of 
the enterprisé, lost no time in possessing him- 
self of the vacant chair, and from this point of 
vantage, he managed matters in a manner that 
pleagcd one man, but at the expense of the 
evident end open displeasure of all the rest. 
When the time came wheu the enterprise could 
no longer stand on its own bottom, as it event- 
ually did, Mr. Smithman was on hand witha 
remedy which he applied with commendable 
promptitude. Acting for the company as its 
chairman, aided and abetted by a bandfulof 
directors who did not profit by the transaction 
financially, while by their ects they put tucm- 
selves, so to speak. inths hole legally. Smith- 
man, the chairman, sold to Smithman, the 
individual, property consisting of a pipe line 
plant at a ruinous sacrifice of values, and 
the very accommodating beard of directors 
cheerfully ratified the eale. The compeny was 
quite pfoperly h-rrified at the salc, ai d imme- 
diately legal steps were taken to hive the 
transactions set aside. While this case was 
pending in the courte, with every p:ospect of 
success fur tte outrig2d lay members whoee 
prayers for the appointment of a receiver were 
being heard by the court, Mr. Smithman, the 
chairman, still acting for Smithman, the indi- 
vidual, contrary to a specific agreement made 
with the court, made a voluntary assignment 
for the benefit of ita creditors. This was done 
witha view of protection for the individual 
property of Smithman, known as the pipe | ne 
investment. The court quite properly set 
aside the assignment and appointed a recciver 
inthe perton of R. G. Lamberton, a leading 
sharcholder in the worker. The receiver at once 
proceeded to have the sale and segregation of 
the pipe line set aside. A master was appointed 
and testimony heard. This has opened the way 
to ng tiations and it would seem that within 
aday or two p:set terms havs been reactei. 
Mr. Smithma., it seems, bas agreed to put the 
pipe line back in the original concern, for the 
purpose of selling the property a3 a whole, 
Smithman to receive $45,000 out of the proceeds 
of such gale, together with all the moneys in- 
vested by him in the enterprise. As we uncer- 
stand it, Mr. Smithman docs not relinquish Lis 
title to the pipe line until he receives the 
moneys agreed upon. Exactly what the com- 
pany gaingio the settlement made upon such 
terms, is not plain. To pay Smitbmanin full 
and the others in part, and the very small part 
at that which will accrue from a forced sale of 
the premises, looks like very poor flaanciering 
on the part of the receiver. Roger Sherman, 
Eeq., appcared in court and opposed the Smith- 
man compromise on behalf of clients of his who 
reside in Titusville. Yesterday Dr. C lbait, 
Smithman’s assignee, prepared a petition which 
will be presented to-day, praying the court to 
renounce the empty assigneeship so suddenly 
conferred upon him by Smithman. In view of 
the fact that the court inno uncertain terms 
pronounced against this matter at the time the 
assignment was made, this proceeding would 
appear to be entirely superfluous on the part of 
the assignee. As the met‘er now stands, the 
petition of R G. Lamberton, rcsiver of the 
Keystcne Oil Compaay. for permission to sell 
the refinery and ali the appurtenances thereto 
belonging, was adjourned by the Court until 2 
P.M. this afternoon. A crisis in the effsirs of 
the Keystone Company is drawing near, and it 
now remains t) be seen whether Smithman gets 
all turkey and his less forenanded partners 
draw all buzzard, or that the turkey and buz- 
zard will be equitaoly diatributed all rou1d, 
perifon and portion slike. Tae further pro- 
ceedings in this celebrate i case will be awaited 
with iaterest.—O l City Derrick,

A Fuel Oil Pipe Line. 


It is authoritatively reported that the Stand- 
ard Oil Company has complet: d ail its arrange- 
ments for bu‘lding a pipe line from Lime, Ohio, 
to Chicago for the cheap and rapid transporta- 
tion of the fuel oil, which is destined to take 
the piace of coal inthe great manufacturing 
establishments in Chicago. A short timeago the 
pegotiations for the right of way along the line 
of the Chicago and Atlantic Railway were con- 
cluded, and since the first of list week every 
west-bound freight train on the road bas con- 
tained fromtwoto six cars of wrouxht-iron 
pipe. These cars havealready been sidc-tracked 
as far West as Crown point, Garg; of men are 
working westward from Lima and from 
Chicago distributing the pipe preparatory to 
digging along the north side of the track the 
trench in which it will be laid. Machinery will 
be used in the excavation of the trench, en! as 
soon as all the pipe bas been distributed the 
work of laying itin the ground will be con- 
ducted as fast as tte weather will pe mit, 

The pipe is 8 inches in diameter and each sec- 
ion is 23 feet long. To lay one mile requires 
240 sections. As a carload contains only 48 eec- 
tions it requires fuliy 5 carloads for each mile 
or about 1,050 loads for the whole line. The 
joints are similar to (hose used in gas and steam 
fitting and will be equally tight. The tota! length 
of the pipe will be about 210 miles and (he cn- 
tire line will be completed with as little delay as 
possible. This line will prove a boon to the 
manufacturing establishments of Chicago, who 
will soon be placed on a more favorable foot- 
ing in their competition with manufacturers 
in other cities,

Some Facts About the ‘Old Dutch 
Process.” 

Prof. J. Carter Bell is the author of 
an article in the last issue of the Jov- 
nal of the Society of Chemical "In- 
dustry, upon the subject of lead manu- 
facture. He speaks of the stack pro- 
cess and describes a stack chamber as a 
brick enclosure 10 or 12 feet square, 
and 20 or 25 feet high; such a chamber 
will contain about 70 tons of lead when 
stacked and piled. In a white lead fac- 
tory several of these chambers are built 
side by side, and when they are in full 
operation a set of chambers will con- 
tains as much as 700 to 1,000 tons of 
lead. 

The process of manufacture is com- 
mented upon as follows: 

When a stack is charged, the cham- 
ber containing it is enclosed. The tan 
or dung within soon commences heat- 
ing, and the heat soon causes the acetic 
acid in the pots, and the water in the 
tan or dung to rise in vapor and pene- 
trate the staek, Air is admitted to the 
stack through openings left for that 
purpose, and carbonic acid is evolved 
from the heated decomposing tan or 
dung, and this gas also penetrates the 
stack, and the process of converting 


blue lead into the white lead gradually 
proceeds, and the blue metal becomes 
corroded and incrusted with a white 


crust or covering, 
It will be evident that the mode of 


proceeding in white lead making by 


the stack process is most crude and 
clumsy,and a most uncertain method, 
one governed by rule of thunb, and 
by no element of certainty or science. 
White lead makers as a rule know no- 
thing of the chemistry of their subject. 
This absence of chemical knowledge of 
the subject by those who are engaged 
in this manufacture may explain the 
curious circumstance that for hundreds 
of years this industry has been pursued 
in the same old fashioned and uncertain 
way, and the stack or Dutch process 


still holds its ground and displays little 
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or no advance in knowledge orimprove- 
ments in its method of proceeding, even 
in the present age of precision in almost 
every branch of manufacture. The 
uncertainty of the stack process is 
shown most clearly in this: That stacks 
may work and some do not work. In 
the latter case all the time and labor 
spent in forming the stacks, and all the 
acid they contain is lost. 

No amount of foresight will avail to 
determine beforehand which stack shall 
accomplish the conversion of its con- 
tained metallic lead, and which will not. 

After the three months’ action of the 
stacks, they are stripped and pulled to 
pieces. Some will be found to be done 
better than others, and one part of the 
same stack will be done more perfectly 
than another. The coating on the lead 
will also differ; some will be smooth, 
regular and unequal in formation, some 
will be rough and blistered, and very 
uniform, The rough and blistered cast- 
ing is rejected as unfit for white lead 
making; the workman calls it “dross,” 
The smooth liminated coating is the one 
preserved for the after manufacture, 
It is a curious fact connected with the 
consideration of the total want of edu- 
cated guidance in these matters that 
prevails, and in all factories of this de- 
scription some chambers are noted as 
always working well, and others are 
equally well known to always do their 
No one 
No one stays to seek the 


work the reverse of well, 
knows why. 
The factory goes on filling and 
emptying these white lead chambers 
whether the stacks be working well or 
not. 

The incrustation that is most esteem- 
ed by the manufacturers of white lead 
in this old-fashioned way is a hard, chi- 
na-like material, formed of thin depos- 
its, layer upon layer, in a slow, contin- 
uous, regular way. It is at once con- 
ceivable that in the rough-and-ready 
manner of stack manufacture most ir- 


reason, 


regular action must proceed, 

It would be almost impossible for the 
contents of the pile or stack to be sub- 
mitted to the same action of the gases 
throughout, Some part of the stack 
and its contents will be under more 
favorable conditions than another, hence 
the reason why, in practise, it is inva- 
riably found that some stacks, and some 
parts of a stack, work better than an- 
other. Under the microscope this good 
crust of white lead, the proper incrusta- 
tion from which to prepare white lead, 
will be readily seen to consist of very 
thin coatings or layers of white lead, 
which have been very slowly formed on 
the metallic lead and piled one upon an- 
other to the thickness of an eighth or a 
quarter of an inch, This formation 
constitutes the hard, china-like sub- 
stance, which alone possesses the chem- 
ical constitution and the properties to 
form good white lead paint. 

White lead makers, recognizing thig 
peculiar incrustation as the only ong 











capable of fulfilling their desired pur- 
pose of making good white lead paint, 
do not even recognize any other as of 
any service for that purpose, be it good 
Such a material, if obtained, 


however good, would be outside their

After the stacks have been stripped, the 
gratings or buckles with their adhering 
coating of white lead are moistened 
with water and passed through crush- 
ing rollers to separate the unconverted 
lead, then the crust which has been de- 
tached is ground under heavy edge run- 
ners with water. 

This detached crust 
will vary much in color,it will be white

others. These discolorations arise from 
various causes, but they are principally 
the contact of the moist 
wood and tan. The white lead is now 
a rough crushed material, very hard,

The presence of ace- 
tate of lead is always found in larger or 
smaller quantities, which vary with ev- 
ery operation, and which invariably ac- 
company white lead produced in the 
stack, 

We may sum up the whole matter 
as regards white lead making by the 
stack or Dutch method in a fe w briet 
words: It is a most tedious and un- 
certain operation; it is a most dan- 
gerous operation for all concerned; 
it is founded upon no true principles 
of any kind; and of science its whole

The representa- 
tives of this manufucture are com- 
pletely ignorant of the scientifie de- 
biil relating to it, and hence we may 
not be surprised to find among them 
an enormous amount of ignorance 
and prejudice. 

Good white lead will not differ mate- 
rially in its composition by whatever 
process it may be made, but may differ 
seriously in its physical character and 
in its fitness to produce a substance 
adapted to the uses to which white lead 
paint is applied. Good white lead is a 
compound which contains hydrate and 
carbonate of the metal, in the propor- 
tions either of one molecule of hydrate 
of lead, combined with two of carbo 
nate or is made up of one molecule of 
hydrate with three of carbonate of !ead

There was little or no improvement in the 
drug market during the week, and the absence 
of important busin2ss has a depressing influ- 
ence on nearly all lines. Since it has become 
apparent that the tariff bill is actually to be 
taken up,speculation on its probable results up- 
on trade has begun to influence buyers, for 
while it Ig the general concensus of opin- 
ion that the measure in its present shape 
has little probability of passing into a law, the 
uncertainty of what action will really be taken, 
and how tbe interests of the traie are to be 
affected by it renders the buyers timid. Con- 
sequently in all lines that may be affected by 
tariff legislation there i3 a disinclination 
to do business except when absolutely 
necessary, The effect of this hesitating 
policy of the buyers is aparent in the droop- 
ing tendency of prices which has replaced to 
a large extent the bouyant feeling of a few 
months ago. Mail advices from London in- 
dicate an absence of important trading there. 
Messrs. Samuel Lambert &Co., in their letter 
of the 6th inst say: ‘“Dullness continues tu 
reign supreme here, the prolonged wintry 
weather apparently upsetting all calculations 
and business has c)me well nigh to a standstill. 
Yesterday's (April 6tb) drug sales never should 
have been held so close upon the Easter holidays 
the market, being that prices fell all around, 
and very little business was done into the bar- 
gain. The continental trade is a dead letter 
until we get better weath2r. Crude opium re- 
mains 6o flat that holders would accept any 
reasonable offer for morphine. A failure in 
the coffee trade released about 59,000 oz; of 
German quinine which has been dangling over 
the market for the last 4 days. The recent 
heavy buyers stand off, saying they are not 
agreeable to pay the dividend, showing that 
the bulk was bought ata low price, Meantime 
rumors of heavy bark shipments (1,500,009 Ibs 
for the montb) are going about, but in face of 
reliable figures we fancy it is part of a bear 
movement, which has operated from the be- 
gioning, and which a fortunate circumstance 
has favored, and they are making the 
most of it. New crop of cardamoms is report- 
ed very heavy. A few cubebs are arriving 
but with the dust and stalks out the price 
asked is equal to £38 ($120). Turkey arabic is 
getting very scarce. The stock of asssafcetida 
i3 610 cases, 150 arriving to-day, We hear that 
a large shipment of ipecac is on the way. Tin- 
nivelly senna sold at 1d advance all around. 
Opium flat: druggists’ kinds equal to 10s ($2 40); 
crop uncertain. Shellac steady; stocks heavy; 
good 2d orange 488 (1144c). The crop of Bour- 
bon vanilla beans is reported badly damaged; 
low prices still rule. Stocks of tragacanths are 
heavy, being 4,700 cases, against 966 In 1887 and 
1,870 in 1886." The prices given in parenthesis 
are c.i.f.. New York commission not included,

Opium. 

Conflicting reports rega ding the growing 
crop and the lack of disposition to operate on 
the part ef buyers are st@i the chief features of 
the opium market. Reliabie information as to 
the real position of the drug is, we may say, 
i npossible to obtain, for the reason that no one 
seems to know, or if he does keeps it to himself 
from interested motives, Cables from Smyrna 
report a further advance there, but this neither 
stimulated inquiries nor apparently strength- 
e1ed the views of holders here. Meanwhile the 
drug is to be bought in single cases at $3 1:42 
815 but doubts are expressed if an crder 
for 6 or more cases would be fliled 
at that. The views of some _ holders 
are not below $3 26 for cases, yet we are told 
that lots as wanted are offered at that and even 
down to $320. Very littie business has been 
transacted so far as we can learn, a few single 
case sales at $3 1234@3 15 constituting the busi- 
ness of the week. Powdered is procurable at 
$4 50@469 according to holder but goes off 
slowly at these figures, Mail advices from 
Smyrna tothe dist ult say that although the 
sales for the month amounted to 300 cases 
prices declined Owing to the depressed coa- 
dition of the London market and the pressure 
upon speculators to realize by parties who 
had advanced money on their holdings, 
** Nevertheless,” say eur  correspond- 
ents, “if it had not been for forced 
sales prices would not have fallen to their 
present leyei thus early in the season, for al- 
thongh there is every prospect of a large out. 
turn this year, contingencies may stili arise to 
the detriment of the growing crop, such as 
want of rain during April or Miy, or hot sultry 
weather during the flowering time. For the 

time being, however, the plantations are pro- 
gressing very favorably with the exception o

Review of the Drug Trade. 

Mr. D.C. Robbins hes prepared a review of 
the drug trade ef New York for the 30th an- 
nual report of the Chamber of Commerce, of 
which the following is a synopsis: 

The trade in drugs and chemicals during the 
year 1887 was active and fairly remunerative. 
The upward tend in prices, which began in 
1886, coutinued throughout the year, and 
hence ve:y little loss occurred on merchandise 
in stock, and there was a good demand for con- 
sumption in the retail trade, as a result of full 
employment at good wages, and a liberal dis- 
tribution of money among the masses. The 
past year may be summarized as an excepticn- 
ally prosperous one, with only fair net gains 
because of increased expenses, which are un- 
avoidable in the transaction of business at 
present. 


All drugs are divisible into two classes, as 
medicinal and technical goods, and it may be 
remarked that the consumption of medicinal 
goods varies little, is not affected by market 
prices, while the consumption in the arts varices 
greatly. Tables annexed, howover, will show 
the course of trade, with the consumption for 
te past two years.

‘At the actions held there during ihe year a 
remarkable state of affairs is to be noticed. 
The unit price of bark was five pence in July, 
1886, and gradually wentdown to three and a 
half pence in October; from that time up to 
January it rose to five pence again, but fli to 
two anda half pence in Juby, 1887, that is, it 
fell to half the price it was a year ago. The 
statistical report of shipments from Ceylon 
shows a decline of 1(}4 per cent, as compared 
with the previous year, but it would seem that 
the falling off is more than counterbalanced by 
the richer bark shipped from there, as well as 
from Java. 

This is an important pointyand worh consider- 
ation. Bark from the twigs, which used to fiz- 
ure largely in the sales, is not so much 
heard of lstely; it probably does not pay to 
ship at the low figures it would bring in Lon- 
don. The future supply of bark appears to be 
assured for a number of years; for it is believed 
that ifthe return of sales is sufficient induce. 
ment, the East Indices may keep up liberal 
shipments without injury to the plantations.

London statistics of stock for the same per- 
iod Were: 1887, 58.465 packages; 1886, 61,470 
packages, avd 1585, 7+,188 packages. 

The shipments of bark from Ceylon to all 
parts for three seasons ending July 1, 1837, were 
13,028,294 pounds, a decline of 1044 per cent, 
against 12,336,307 pounce in 1886, an Increase 
of 27 per cent, and 8,390 317 pounds In 1885. 

Tho shipments from Java were: In 1886-7, 
2,064 044 pounds, an increase over 1886 of 46 per 
cent; in 185-6, 1,404,815 pounds; in- 1884-5, 
1,085,565 pounds; and in 1883-4, 1,038,934 ponds, 

Advices up to August 20, 1887, show that the 
decrease ia exports from Ceylon bad reached 
1,855,359 pounde, 

Opium,-The great importance of this drug 
keeps itin conspicuous position, and it al- 
ways cttracts considerable attention from both 
dealers aud speculators. 

The opium trade during 1885 and up to the 
end of 1886, had been in a very unsaAsfactory 
condition to all concerned; for, with the large 
crop in those years and heavy stocks, the re- 
sult of over production of former years, the 
London market fell duriug August, 1¢83, to six 
shillings six pence for prime druegists’ quality, 
and in New York large quantities for future 
delivery were made at $1.50 In bond, and the 
jobbing price fell to $2.80, duty paid. 
These were the lowest figures known in 
the bistory of the article, Ian Novem- 
ber reporis of damage to the coming 
crop began to arrive, and when an active 
and steadily advancing market was seen in 
Smyrna and Londoa—where, it is believed, 
large purchases were made for Turkish specu- 
lators—an improvement eget in here, which, 
though far behind the movement in Europe, 
kept prices golng up gradually urtil February; 
then, it becoming definitely known that the 
winter sowings of the poppy were greatly in- 
jured, a further rise took place in all the mar- 
kets, the price here, on the 15th of that month, 
being $3.€0, duty paid. 

The imports of opium for the fiscal year 1887 
wus 468,153 pounds, against 351,191 pounds in 
1586, 561 €09 pounds in 1885; in 1887, of smoking 
opium, €0,002 pounds, ¢gainst 49,733 pounds in 
18°6, and 37,225 pounds in 1885, 

Gum arabic has been, also, an article of note; 
supplics were expected to be small for some 
months to come, until the Nile affords better 
means Of transportation. The scarcity of the 
gum has caused large quantities of Senegal 
and white Senan to be used. 

Imports of all kinds to the United States to 
June 3, 1887, were: 1887, 467,782 pounds, against 
1,034,507 pounds In 1886, and 1,420,637 in 1885,

American Petroleum in Syria. 
REPORT OF CONSUL BISSINGER. 


It is my agreeable duty to bring to the notice 
of your Department a commercial event that 
can not fail to prove asource of satisfaction to 
those of our citizens who may be directly en- 
gaged in the export trade, as it is doubtless one 
of gratification to a large class of the Syrian 
population, and particularly so to the residents 
of Beirut. 

Irefer to the much-coveted return to thig 
market of American petroleum, which, after 
ao absence of just two years, is about to make 
itsre entry into this city. A cargo of 30,000 
cases of prime quality, with an additional lot 
of 100 cases of extra refined, is now on its way 
to Beirut, and its arrival is eagerly looked for 
within the next few days. 

It would b: superfluous to revert here to the 
varicus means adopted to successfully invade 
ane fl od this vast market with an inferior sub- 
stitute, irrespective of pecuniary results, and 
without any regard toany of the laws govern- 
ing commercial methods; how the introduction 
into this country of the Russian naphtha was 
facilitated—not to say precipitated—by the 
complaints of dealers and consumers alike, of 
the fancied or real deterioration of the once 
absolutely irreproachable marks of American 
petroleum, and how the apparent indifference 
on the part of those engaged in this trade to 
the representations made to them by their 
Syrian correspondents, and the comparatively 
greater proximity of the Rngsian oil district to 
the consumer, and consequent econcmy in the 
important item of transportation, proved po- 
tent factors in inducing dealers and consumers 
alike to lend a willing ear to the many advan- 
tages claimed for the new rival over its great 
American competitor, and resulted in forcing 
out of this market, for a time at least, the well- 
famed American petroleum that had entirely 
monopolized the supply of the country. 

But the expectations of the much-heralded 
new illuminant were not realised, and, in jus- 
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tice to truth, it must be recorded that, after a 
short experience with the Russian naphtha, Its 
inferiority became manifest and a general dis- 
satisfaction resulted. 

The putting up of the Russian petroleum, 
although in appearance in many cases an ex- 
act imitetion and infringement upon American 
marks was very defective, and the oil itself so 
imperfectly refined as to greatly increase its 
liability to danger, while the odor emitted 
from it has been to many quite a serious ob- 
jection and to some a positive annoyance. 

Many of the dealers, as well as a large num- 
ber of consumers, 8008 recognized the incon- 
trovertible truth that, notwithstanding ita ap- 
parent cheapness, Kussian petroleum was io 
point of fact, based upon actual experience, 
the more expensive of the two; for it required 
a greater number of lamps than the American 
to produce the same amount of light, while its 
consumption was unquestionably more rapid; 
besides this there was a decided leakage by 
reason of the imperfect soldering of the cans, 
sv that the loss to the consumer from these 
combined causes were computed to be not less 
than 25 per cent, while the diffefence in the 
market between the rival oilawas but from 10 
to 15 per centin favor of Russia. Had com- 
petition been fair, it will be easily seen that 
American petroleum would soon again have 
regained its lost supremacy, but the determin- 
ation to force it wholly out of this country was 
so manifest that the market was literelly fl »od- 
ed with the new oil at prices that meant ruinto 
the competitors. 

Once the troublesome rival out of the way, 
the ruinously low figures to which prices had 
been depressed were gradually advaneed. It 
was under this improvement in the market, 
and in response to the many inquiries for the 
old and renowned marks, that ono of the most 
enterprising of Beirut’s commission mer- 
chants, animated by tnis consulate, was flially 
induced to again enter the arena of competi- 
tion by ordering a large cargo of American po- 
troleum. the importation of which had been 
reluctantly abandoned, and it is confideatly 
expected that this venture will prove as re- 
munerative to the importers, who deserve the 
recognition of our exporters, as it will doubt- 
leas be welcome and acceptable to the consum- 
ers ia Syria 

That the United States consulate has been 
unremitting in its efforts to bring about th» 
revival of a former commerce, amouating in 
the aggregate to a yearly sum varying from 
$350,000 to $300,00 for the port of Beirut 
alone, need not, I trast, be emphasized, and 
it is to be earnestly hoped that those 
of our citizens engaged in this extensive 
export trade will profit by the lesson of the 
past, and by furnishing a superior article ata 
moderate and reasonable price, again command 
a fair share of the oil supply of this market,and 
thus maintain the well deserved reputation of 
the superior excellency of Amerian petroleum.

Senator Conkling and the War Tax 
on Petroleum. 


Mr. John P. Zane, the extensive ol producer, 
furnishes the following reminisence of early 
oil history to the Bradford Era, which has pe- 
culiar interest at the present time: 

“TI happened to enjoy a pleasant acquaint- 
ance with Hon. Roscoe Conkling dating back 
to the troublous times of 1866, when our pro- 
duct was taxed a dollar a barrel and it was 
largely through Mr. Conkling’s effort that the 
odious tax was repealed. Mr. Conkling drew 
up the resolution repealing the tax on oil and 
made a rousing speech when it was introduced, 
although he did not introduce it; that honored 
service fell to the late Hon. J. K. Moorehead, 
representing the Pittsburg district, as being the 
the member nerrest the oil region. Our own 
member of Congress, Hon. C. V. Culver, of 
Venango, was in ja‘l on account of financial 
irregularity in connection with his then recent 
bank failure.” 

“The story is a long one, but I will make it as 
brief ag possible. I came to the oil country 
from San Francisco in 1865, landing in Titus- 
ville, at that time the seat of fashion and as 
now wisdom, and the headquarters of the oll 
trade. One of my earliest associates in the oil 
business was William H. Comstock, Eagq., of 
Utica, N. Y., a law partner of Mr. Conkling. 
At this time there was a war tax of $1 a barrel 
on oil, which was upjust and oppressive. The 
tax was paid by the producer direct and not 
by the purchaser, and later indirectly by the 
produccr as pipeage charges are now collected. 
The people were fearfully worked about it; 
public meetings were held in all the oil camps. 
Committees were sent to Washington to lobby 
for the bill. Money was liberally subscribed to 
procure its repeal. After three months of 
dining and wining the committee sent back 
word from Washington that $10,000 was 
needed to secure the necessary legislation. 
This fell like a wet blanket. The boys 
had been giving freely, and they felt that they 
could do no more; they were discouraged, but 
not disheartened. A public meeting was called 
to discuss the latest proposition, Mr. Com- 
stock and myself went as spectators without 
any intention of taking active part in its de- 
liberations. Mr. Mowbray, at that time a lead- 
ing producer, presided, and Frank Guthrie, 
then as now, a |‘ aling lawyer, was the princi- 
palspeaker. He urged the producers to raise 
money and wipe out the odious tax, His vig- 
orous English is still ringing in my ears, but 
the responses were siow and the amounts sub- 
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scribed exceedingly small, The meeting was 
about as near a failure as anything I ever saw. 
After a whispered consultation with Mr. Com- 
stock I arose,and addressing the chair, said: 
*For $500, of which I will subscribe $25, witha 
new committee of two which I would name, I 
will guarantee to have the tax taken off oil In 
ten days.’ This proposition was received with 
demonstrations of good-natured doubt, but I 
was asked to name my committee. I named 
the chairman, Mr. Mowbray, as one, and the 
gentleman at my side, Mr. Comstock, as the 
other. Then I stepped forward to the speaker’s 
table and laid down $25in gold. This gave the 
matter a different aspect, and was the turn- 
ing point in the meeting. Other subscrip- 
tions followed, but only $4165 was raised. 
The committee started for Washington at once, 
and being something of arover in those days 
I went down with them to see the fun, paying 
my own expenses. Mr. Comstock instead of 
hunting up a Pennsylvania member of Congress 
went straight to Cunkling, and I shall never 
forget the cheerful alacrity with which he en- 
tered into the matter. He drew up the resolu- 
tion and wou!d have presented it, but, as pre- 
viously stated, Mr. Moorehead, a member from 
Pittsburg, claimed the privilege and obtanied 
it, but Mr. Conkling supported it in one of the 
ablest speeches that it has ever been my pleas- 
uro to listen to. The resolution was carried 
without a dissenting vote. Mr. Conkling was 
then onthe Waysand Means Committee, and 
there isnodoubtin my mind that it was his 
earnest advocacy of it that carried the meas- 
ure. In the Senate the resolution was hand- 
somely cared for by my old friend, Senator 
Conness, of California, who shoved it through 
that House and into the hands of President 
Johnson, wnere it was signed, sealed and, so to 
speak, delivered back to the hands of the or- 
iginal committee in 11 days from the date of 
the Titusville meeting.” 

“We would have gotten the measure through 
both Houses of Congress, into and out of the 
hands of the Pr.sideat,and been back home 
with the bill ia our pocket all within the ten 
days, but the personal attack of one member 
ofthe House on another member caused usa 
week's delay at the outstart. The discussion 
to which I allude has since become historic; it 
has cost one of them a presidency and the other 
a seat inthe Senate. I refer to Biaine’s famous 
attack on Roscoe Conkling,in which he com- 
pared Mr. Conkling to a turkey cock. I was 
present on the floor that day at Mr. Conkling’s 
Invitation and sat by his side and listened to 
Biaine’s bitter invectives. The Maino states- 
man consumed the entire afternoon iu ite de- 
livery. The house wasin an uproar and in the 
midst of the confusion following the attack, 
Mr. Moorhead arose to present our resolution. 
It looked like suicide tome. The House was 
in no temper to favorably consider auy meas- 
ure at that time and I reached over and seized 
Mr. Moorhead by the coat-tails to get him back 
in his seat, but he had got the Speaker’s eye 
and he insisted on reading it. Fortunately for 
us 69me One proposed an adjournment, wh'ch 
delayed us until the following Monday, but it 
saved our resolution.” 

“What became of the standing committee 
that cal’ed for $10,000?” 

“They came tramping home about a week 
after us, and a more cresttailen, woebegone set 
would be difficult to imagine. They put in 
three monthé at the capital dining and wining 
the Statesmen, they spent a barrel of money 
and accomplished nothing. At home our com- 
mittee was received with open arms, the whole 
town was at the train to welcome them. Mow- 
bray was toasted and feted and almost 
smothered with congratulations by oi) men in 
their gratitude tor what his committee accom- 
plished; while Mr. Comstock, who was chiefly 
instrumental in enlisting the services of Roscoe 
Conkling and therefore entitled to the princi- 
pal honors, was dismissed with a cold wag of 
the hand and a patronizing bow.”’
